_ THE STBAMER TELEGRAPHED. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

San Francisco, Sept, 20.—The first tap of 
the bell and hoisting of the flag on the Mer- 
thapts’ Exchange announcing the approach of 
the City of Tokio startled the city from the 
spell of suspense that bas prevailed for the last 
three days, and transformed the idle throngs 
that were lounging about the streets into ex- 
cited and burrying crowds. The belis are ring- 
ing, steam-whisties seream:ng, and the thunder 
of cannoy feverberating over hills and harbor. 
Thousands of men, women, and children, on 
foot, in carriages, and on horseback, «re pouring 
dut in the direction of Presidio Hights, Point 
‘Lobas, Telegraph Hill, and every other emi- 
sence ip the vicinity, eager to 
CATCH THE FIEST GLANCE 
‘of the incoming ship bearing the guest for 
whose reception so great preparations have been 
‘made, and whose arrival has deen so anxiously 
anticipated. 

- Orowds are hurrying towards the wharves, 
here the steamers and yachts that will 
take part in the nautical pageant are 
lying. The Reception Committee’s tng, Millen 

Griffith, will leave at once from the Pacific Mail 
‘dock to intercept the City of Tokio outside, and 
80 arrange her arrival jn the harbor as to con- 
form with the preparations for the reception. 

NO POSTPONEMENT. 
At the moment the alarm giving notice of the 
‘approach of the City of Tokio was struck, the 
Executive Committee ‘having charge of the 
demonstration were io session at the Palace 

Hotel warmly discussing the question of carry- 
ing out the program to-morrow in case of the 
steamer’s arrival in time. or deferring it until 
Monday. The first stroke of the bell ended the 
“diseussion. It was three-quarters of an hour 
later than the limit that bad bee previously 
determined, bat it was at once resolved to carry 
“out the dem immediately. The 
“Reception Committee of Five hastened to the 
Mail dock and put out seaward without 
delay to expedite the movements of the City of 
Tokio, while various other committees and 
' ‘guests betook themselves to their posts on ship- 
board or at the lande. In view of the late- 
ness of the bour, all preconcerted limits of time 
The flotilla of steamers and yachts will leave 
the city ‘front at u quarter past 4. 
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. Immediately on receipt of the intelligence } 


that the City of Tokio was nearing port, the Re- 
ception Committee, consisting of Frank M. 
Pixley, ex-Senator Cole, Gen. Miller. and 8. B. 
Cornwell, repaired to the tug Millen Griffith, 
lying with steam up at the Pacific Mail Dock, 
and at ence started to meet the incoming 
steamer. The Griffith stood well out to sea, 
and several miles outside the heads met the 


‘Tokio coming in. The tug drew alongside, and 


the Executive Committee, quarantine officer, 
and customs officials, and a uumder of repre- 
sentatives of the press boarded the steamer. 

NO CEREMONIES WERE OBSERVED, 
except a general shaking of hands, and, after 
the Committee bad announced the object of 
their visit and informed Gen. Grant of the recev- 
tion prepared for him, conversation became gen- 
eral as the City of Tokio continued ber course. 
Soon after the Gevernment steamer McPherson 
came alongside, and Maj.-Gen. McDowell, com- 
manding the Division of the Pacific, accompa 
nied by his staff, boarded the Tokio, and re- 
joined bis old comrade in arms. While this 
was transpiring, the General Committee of Ar- 
rangements, with 

SEVERAL THOUSAND INVITED GUESTS, 
assembled on board the large side-wheel Pacific 
Mail steamer China and à number of smaller 
steamers, while tags took the squadron of the 
San Francisco and Pacific Yacht Clubs in 
tow, and started down the chagnel. In the 
meantime it seemed as though the whole 
population of the city, men, women, and chil- 
dren, bad sought positions from which a view of 
the payal pageant could be obtained. Every 
eminence commanding the channel was black 
with the assembied thousands. Telegraph Hil: 
was a living mass of human bodies. The bights 
berond Presidio, Clay street hill, the sea-wall

COVERED WITH SPECTATORS. 

The sun was declining in the West as the 
steamers and yachts, gay with bunting, moved 
down the channel Low clouds hung along the 
western horizon. Mount Tamalpais and 
the distant mountains north of the bay 
were veiled in avy and Mission 
Hill and the seaward ‘hichts of the 
peninsula were shrouded in fog, but the channel 
was unobstructed, and the bold outlines of the 
Golden Gate rose sharply against the sky, while 
the bay itself, with the island shores of Aiameda 
and Contra Costa, were bathed ia sunlight. 

FROM EVERY FLAGSTAFF IN THE CITY 
flags were flying, and the shioping along the 
city front was brilliantly decked with ensigns, 
festooned flags, and streamers. The impatient 
crowds that covered the hill-tops stood strain- 
ing their eyes to catch the first glimpse of the 
Tokio. A hundred times the Cry was raised, 
‘There she comes,“ as chance arrivals came io 
view between the heads. it was  haif- 
past 5 o'clock when a puff of white 
smoke from seaward earthworks back of and 


above Fort Point and booming of a heavy gun 


announced that the steamer was near at hand. 
Another and another fo'lowed in rapid succes- 
sion. Fort Point next joined iu 
CANNONADE FIRING 

with both casemate and barbet guns, and the 
battery at Lime Point added ite thunders to 
the voice of welcome. In afew moments the 
entrance to the harbor was veiled in wrgathes 
of smoke, and, as the batteries of Angel Island, 
Black Point, and Alcatraz opened fire in sueees- 
sion, the whole channel was soon shrouded in 
clouds from their rapid discharges. For 
some time the position of the 
approaching ships could not be 
discerned, but shortly before 6 o'clock 
outlines of the huge bull of the City of Tokio 
loomed through the obscurity of the smoke and 
the rapidly-approaching shades of evening were 
lit up by flashes of guns, and in a few moments 
she glided into full view, surrounded by a fleet 
of steamers and tugs gay with flags and crowded 
with guests, while the yacht squadron brought 
up the rear festoomed from deck to truck with 
brilliant bunting. 

CHEER AFTBR CHEER 
burst from the assembled thousands as the ves- 
sels slowly rounded Telegraph Hill, and taken 
ap by the crowd on the wharves, roiled 
around the city front. Hats and handker- 
chiefs were waved in the air. The United States 
steamer Monterey, lying in the stream, added 
the roar of her guns tothe general welcome, 
and the screaming of bundreds of steam whis- 
tles announced that the City of Tokio had 
reached her anchorage. 

The crowds that had assembled on the hills 
and along the city now. with a common impulse, 
began to pour along towards the ferry-landing 
at the foot of Market street, where Gen. Grant 
was to land. The sidewalks were blocked with 
burrying pedestrians, and the streets with car- 
riages, conveying the Committees. The 
steamers and yachts made haste to land their 
passengers, and in a few minutes the vicinity of 
the ferry-landing was literally jammed with 
people, extending for olocks along Market street 
and the water front just in front of the landing, 
the entrances to which were closed and guarded. 
Space was cleared by the police and Marshals, 
in which hundreds of carriages for the use of 
the guests were crowded, and outside of that, 
line after line of troops and civic orgapizations 
were ranged, while outside the constantly-in- 
creasing crowd surged and pressed, excited and 
enthusiastic, cheering at intervals and waiting 
impatiently for the first glimpsé of the city’s 


house were assembled the gentlemen charged 
with the duty of the immediate reception of 
Gen. Grant,—the Board of Supervisors ranged 
on the left of the gangway, and Gov. 
Irwin and staff and the Executive Com-

San Francisco, Sept. 20.—Amid the most 
tremendous cheers of the crowd, dis- 
charges of cannon, ringing of bells, and scream- 
ing of whistles, the procession started up Mar- 
ket street. Bonfires blazed at the street cor- 
ners, illuminations lit up every window, and the 
glare of Roman candles and electric lights made 
the broad thoroughfare bright as day. Under a 
continuous afchway of flags, banners, and 
festooned draperies, the procession moved 
up Market street to Montgomery, and turned 
down the latter street. Crowds blocked the 
Cheer after cheer rolled along the 
whole line of march, and almost drowned the 
martial strains of the numerous bande.

Not only streets on the march, but the cross 
streets between Market and Montgomery are- 
nue. were brilliant with decorations. Even the

Continuing the march, the procession moved 

through Montgomery to the avenue, then to 
Kearney street. Here, if possible, the crowds 
were stil) more dense and enthusiastic, and the 
display of fireworks, electric ligbts, lime lights, 
and every copceivable means of illumination 
of increased brilliancy. 
On arriving at Market street the procession, 
loving up a few blocks, countermarched to the 
Palace Hotel.

At this point the carriage containing the Gen-

Un the conclusion of the review the various 
organizations were dismissed, and Gen. Grant 
was conducted to bis quarters in the Palace 
Hotel, which had been specially prepared and 
furnished for bis reception. 

All the streets leading to the Palace Hotel 
were packed with dense throngs, through which 
the procession forced ite way with great 4ifii- 
culty. Thousands were clamoring for admit- 
tance, but cordons of police at all the entrances 
denied ingress to all but those holding special 
permits to enter.

Electric lights and 500 gas-jets lit up the vast 
interior with a brilliant glow, and the dense 
throng that packed the court and fillea the 
spacious balconies and corridors surged to aud 
froin anxious expectation of the coming cuest, 
whom the packed streets bad detaincd. 

At 10 o’clock the wide doors were thrown 
onen, and the barouche containing Gen. Grant 
was driven within the buildmg, He immediate- 
ly dismounted, and, crowding his way through 
the packed mass of human beings, was hurried 
to his room. 

As be alighted, Madame Fabbri and a chorus 
of 500 voices ovened from one of the balconies 
with the Ode of Wéleome.” 

The crowd rushed after Gen. Grant when he 
dismounted, leaving the singers for a moment 
almost without ap audience, but, being stopped 
by the force of police who blocked the way, 
they returned to the court, being reassured by 
the announcement that the General would ap- 
pear on one of the balconies after he had had 
time to lay off his overcoat. 

As soon as the review was finished, and the 
various divisions had disbanded, the soldiers 
and sailors, veterans of the late War, repaired 
to the sand-lots with a field battery.

Special -Agent Tingie and n lf bad out one ob- 
jectin view in calling the conference, and that was 
to obtain information which might assist them in 
the administration of the customs matters of the 
Department. He had seen oy the newspapers that 
another object of their visit was simnly to have a 
good time. He had no doubt, from the appearance 
of the gentlemen before him, and his first impres- 
tions of Chicago, that, whtle their visit 
bere was of a strictly business character, 
— there were ample opportunities for enjoyment 
tween showers. The Judge then proceeded to 
explain to the gentiemen present his tonnection 
with the administration of the customs service oy 
saying that, while the Secretary of the Treasury 
was the actual head of the office. vet ite business 
was so divided that a gentieman occupying his own 
pogition in the Department had nad actual control 
oft. He had come to listen tothe representatives 
of the men who were carrying on ir 
business, day after day, month after 
month, year after year. under the 
customs regulations ; to talk face to face with those 
whe were practically familiar with the importing 
business in its various branches; to listen to their 
experiences; and to report their suggestions, 
the substance of their complaints, if they bad any, 
to the Secretary of the Treasury, in order that 
whatever suggestions the Secretary deemed proper 
might be presented to Congress at an early day. 
The Treasury Department could not make any new 
laws. It could only change the old ones; but it 
was the wish ‘of the Department to make 
such regulations as would aid in se- 
cariag any desirable reforms. 
referred to the subject of under-valustions in New 
York, and stated that the Chicago vapers had kept 
the public bere so fully advised as to their nature 


,and extent that it was unnecessary for bim to go 


inte the details of the practices at that port. But

ed in the importation of dry goods at Caicago, 
should state his views as ta whether an ad valotem 
or @ speciiic tariff would de the most desirable on 
certain classes of goods, —silks, velvets, and kid- 
gioves. 

Mr. Harmon, in response to the invitation, said 
he was satisfied that aspecific duty would not be 
advisable upon the goods mentioned, except as to 
Kid gloves, and went somewhat into details on this 
point. Generally speaking, he was satisfied with 
things as they were. 

Judge French stated that 95 per cent of the silk 
goods imported into this country were entered at 
the port ef New York, and the Department would 
like to have a better method than that at present 
employed to ascertain the true value of silks upon 
examination. 

Mr. Alfred Ray, of Field, Leiter & Co., said that 
a specific duty could be more easily levied oa silks 
and velvets; $2.50 per pound aud 15 per cent ad 
valorem would make a duty of about 40 per cent on 
all silks, but a difficuity would arise on the ques- 
tion of weight, since the very fine licht silks would 
not produce the desired 40 per cent duty which 
would be levied upon the hearier silks. 
Tais matter should be taken into con- 
sideration by ihe Department officers 
in making a new schedute of the tariff, as he 
thonght the difficulty mentioned could be over- 
come. Heavily weighted and low-priced silks 
ought to be driven out of the market anyway, and 
a heavy duty would accomplish that end. 

Judge French adverted to the fact that some of 
these jow-priced silks were weighted down by the 
addition of dye stuffs, etc., so that they contained 
but a quarter of pure silk, and that not of a very 
good quality, because the dyestoffs and the load- 
ing operated to the detriment of the fabric. 

Mr. * contendea that a great many grenadines 
and the light classes of s generally would be 
benefited by a square yard and ad valorum duty. in- 
stead of so much a pound. as was the present 

ractice. He said the Silk Association of the 

Inited States had said that it would not fight a 40 
per cent duty; bat, from the way in which things 
had been going on iately, he thought that the Gov- 
ernment was not collecting more than 35 of the 60 
per cent duty on silks. This was owing to under- 
valuations at the port of New York. 

Judge French said that a great many invoices 
had been advanced so that 
MORE THAN 35 PER CENT WAS NOW COLLECTED 
on silks at New York. He admitted, however, 
that the Government was not getting the whole 
duty due it upon these goods. fall of prices 
in the raw product presentea difficulties that 
could now be overcome, and be thooght that the 
officers of the Department who were engaged in 
this business would be better able hereafter to ar- 
rive at the true values of these goods than they 
were when the ovrices of the raw product were 
fluctuating, as had been the case for years past. 

Mr. Ray remarked that it seemed to him as if the 
importers in New York thought the money 5 
made would come ont of the Government, fnste 
of gut of the consumers of the goods. He recom- 
mended, as fairer to all concerned, a specific duty 
both by the pound weight and the square yard, be- 
lieving that, under a system of that sort, the Gov- 
ernment could collect a duty of 40 per cent, and 
obtain all the duties due it. 

Mr. David Stettaner, who bad just received a 
message from his store which made his presence 
there quite mecessary. stated briefly that he 
agreed m the main with Mr. Ray,and then excused 
himself and withdrew. 

Mr. John G. Wilson, of George W. Sheldon & 
Co., and representing Carson, Pirie, Scott & Co.. 
made some statement similar to those of Mr. Ray. 
and agreed with that gertieman in his views as to 
the advisability of a 1 1 duty instead of the ad 
valorem duty now in force. 

Judge French again called attention to the fact 
that the Department officers had made large ad- 
vances in New York in the matter of silk values. 
After a controversy at New York of long time 
standing,—a controversy with which the Chicago 
importers were douptless familiar,—two-button 
gentlemen's gioves had been

an advance which he claimed met the views of im- 
porters friendly to the Government on every hand. 
If the present value wasn't nigh enough, he added. 
the Department would like to know it. 

Special Agent Tingle stated that these advance- 
ments applied to the high-priced, or standard. 
gioves. The officers were now working upon the 
invorces of low-priced gloves, and the result of 
their examinations had not yet deen reported. 

Judge French said the only thing the New York 
glove men agreed upon was that the duty was alto- 
get ner too high. They had been asked to come 
together for the purpose of agreeing, if possible, 
upon come suggestions to be made with regard to a 
specific duty, but up to date they had not done so. 
Tae Department, in fact, coaid not get au agreement 
from any two people as to how the duties should 
be made specific on gloves. Hethen explained at 
some length the maneuvers of the manufacturers 
to evade the rules of the Department in this re- 
gard. 

MR. WILSON STATED, 


that much difficulty arose from the addition of 
commissions and charges by the Avpraisers. This 
was the same subject alladed to by Mr. Tyrrell. 
He said that there was no aniformity in these addi- 
twons. The Appraiser at New York added 3 ver 
cent for French commissions, and the Appraiser at 
Chicago 5 per cent. Mr. Wilson called attention 
to e fact that a year ago a similar 
case was decided adversely by the Department to 
the same importers, and a great many importers 
desired the entire abolition of these charges for 
commissions, etc. He claimed that, where a party 
did not pay commissions, a duty thereon should 
not be required of him. He also called attention 
to the provision of the law requiring that a suit 
against the Collector should be commenced within 
uſnety days from date, and summarised the de- 
cisions in several cases where a cispute arose as to 
classification for duty. 

Judge French stated that the Department could do 
wothing in the cases where there was a disagree- 
ment among tne different Judges, but to take those 
maiters to the Supreme Court. He added that the 
law compelled impomers to bring suit in ninety 
days in case a. decision was made, and that tacy 
had to begin sait within six monthsif the Depart- 
ment did not make a decision. All this was beyond 
the reach of the Department to change. 

Mr. Ray again called attention to the fact chat 
the undervaluation fever had broken out in a new 
cuarter, had extended even to the importation of 
cashmeres from Germany, and cited some instances 
where he bad been compelied to pay prices large! 
im advance of those at which goods were enter 
at New York. 

Mr. Wilson called attention tothe question of 
ehanging the present Immediate Transportation act

of Chicago and other Western ports, proposing a 
change in the Immediate Transportation law, and 
embracing the improvement to which the atten- 
tion of the conference had just then been called 
by Mr. Wilson. 

Judge French stated that he was not aware that 
any such bill had ever been sent to Washington; 
that Congressman ad never brougbt the 

uestion to the attention of the Department. as 

as usual for Congressmen to do when they were 
in earnest upon such matters. 

Special Agent Hinds called attention to a late 
circular of the Department requiring these imme- 
diate transportation goods to be placed in cars pro- 
vided with the new combination seals and jocks, 
and tnat no cars containing these goods snould be

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Mr. Sheldon complained of the existing pro- 
vision of the law whereby coneular certified in- 
voices must be produced in case an importer de- 
sires to transport goods un er the Immediate- 
Transportation act where the value of the goods is 
more than $100.

THE COURSE OF TIE CHICAGO CONGRESSMEN

It is a well-known fact that 
all customs jeyisiation thrives better in Congress 
where it has the indorsement of the Secretary of 
the Treasury, bat Mr. Aldrich, for some reasap or 
other, seeme never to have exerted himself in 
bringing this particulariy-desired measure to the 
notice of the Secretary or his assistants. or. 
indeed, to have done anything with it 
but introduce it and calmiy witness 
its relegation to the pigeon-holes of the House. 
As has been stated above. he male bis appesrance 
at the conference, stayed a few minutes, and went 
away. In the opinion of several of those present it 
would have become the Representative of the Firet 
District to have remained and evinced some inter- 
est in a question which. to the mind of the average 
importer, is of vastiy more public interest than the

JUDGE FRENCH. 

A TALK WITH THE ASSISTANT SECRETARY. 

A reporter called upon Judge French at bis son’s 
residence on Walton place last evening. for the 
purpose of having a general conversation with him 
on the subject of his visit to this city and the ob- 
ject wnich he expected to accomplish. The Judge 
was found to be affably inclined towards news- 
paper men, to Tus Tripune representative in 
particular, and what he said was said freely, 

„We have met here,” he began, with a 
view to 

RELIEVE THE IMPORTERS 

from burdens of which they complain, and to hear 
such suvgestions as they had to make tous. We 
bave made certain changes lately which have re- 
lieved them from giving such heavy security under 
bonds as was formerly required, by authorizing 
them to give a bond in a lump covering several 
transactions. instead of requiring them to give a 
bond in each particular case. 

„» What do you think, Judge, of the suggestion 
in regard to importing liquors under the Immediate- 
Transportation act!“ 

„That is a matter that we are not allowed to in- 
terfere with. The law prohibits spirituous liquors 
from being included in the list of articles named 
under the Immediate-Transportationact. Nobody 
but Congress can regulate that. The whole ques- 
tion regarding immediate transportation resoives 
itself into the question whether the Government 
can extend its provisions with safety to the reve- 
nue,—whether we can look after things and see 
that they are not opened on the way and taken out 
of the cars. ; 

**But with your new combination seal lock, 
Judge, is it not impossible to remove these goods 
from the cars in transit?“ 

No. it is not impossible, 
to-day that it ie frequentiy done, as, for instance, 
a car in transit from New York to Milwaukee con- 
taining goods consigned to a Chicago importer is 
opened at Chicago, and the goods are removed. 

That is a matter of necessity, is it not. and

** Yes, of course. Tue only remedy, if there is 
notenough merchandise fora particular place to 
fili a whole car, is to make the transportation com- 
panies furnish cars with compartments whith 
might be filied with goodefor a ceriain place, 
locked up, and not opened until they reached the 
port of destination, Suppose there is not enough 
going to Milwauxee to fill. a car ana the rail- 
road company says to the importer, Lou 
must wait until there is enough.“ Now, 
the importers can have their goods wait, and the 
result is that goods for buth places are pat into the 
same car, and when it gets to Chicago it has to be 
opened. With separate compartments, the aifficul- 
ty would be obviated. 


THERE IS AN BMBARRASSMENT ABOUT IT 
which hadn't occorred to me, because we Have had 
no complaints about it until our arrival here. But 
it is just for this purpose that we are making this 
trip, —tv discover the practical difficulties, if any. 
which exist; and. having discovered them, we will

which was raised to-day!’ 

*: The difficulty is here. The law says that, in 
making up duties on imported merchandise, to the 
m rket value of the goods abroaa (that is, the price 
paid fur them) shall be added all tne charges of 
getting them on ooard ship. That inciudes, among 
other things, the commission,whichb is paid to the 
purchaser or agent abroad. We bave had à good 
deal of trouble about that. Tue usual commission 
is not less than 2% per cent; and it was stated to-

commission paid, wutle in New York they caarzge 
but 3 per cent on the same kind of goods. That 
woula be a discrimination of 2 per cent against 
our importer at Chicago or St. Louis. His goods, 
in ober words, would cost .2 per cent more, 
and that, in some cases, is a pretty serious diifer- 
ence.

sell somewhere else. The law says we shall fix 
the value at what they are worth in the foreign 
market. There would not be a yard of milk like 
that which Field & Letter sell sold in the foreign 
market, so that there is a Freat difliculty, as. you 
will see, tm fixing this matter of values. We have 
got first-class kid gloves up to about tbe true value. 
The lower class of gloves We haven't got up as 
high as they ongzht to have them. As to silke, no- 
body can teil how much pure al a given yard con- 
talna except by chemical process. inasmuch as the 
silk contains stuffs Wien are  detri- 
mental to its value. The true 
of course, depends upon the quality 
of silk it contains. We don't Know that we have 
the matter settled. We are now at work on the 
velvets, and we are getting them out very nicely. 
By genera! consent the New York importers seem 
to admit that these goods have been undervalued. 
When we get at the extensive woolen goods and 
lineus we shall cover a pretty large class of goods.

His idea is to have a bureau at Washington to 
whica samples of all merchandise should be sent, 
so that all should be appraised equally at the sev- 
eral ports. And in theory that is well enough. 
Bat you can see what the New York folks would 
say in a moment. They would say We do two- 
thirds of all the customs busines« in the Unite 
States. If you are going to have such a bureau in 
thecountry, bave it at New York. because two- 
thirds of the business is here, and the other one- 
third can come here just as con- 
veniently as it can go to Washington.’ 
Tuey would say. in other words, It's just as easy 
to send your one-third here, and our two-thirds 
are here any way.’ The creation of such a bureau 
would bave to come about by act of Congress, and 
the moment it came up in Congress you can imag- 
ine how the New York folks would oppose it.

REGULATIONS CONCERNING IMPORTATIONS. 

The followiag important circular was received at 
the Custom - House yesterday, its importance con- 
sisting in the fact that it sets forth in ghorter com- 
pass and with a greater degree of definitness the 
position of the Treasury Department in regard to 
tne regulations governing importations throngh 
the mails than anything which has as yet issued 
from neadquerters: 

** Taeasuny DerarntTueNntT, Wasnurnorton, D. C., 
Sept. 138, 1879.--70 Collectors of Customs and 
others: The fourth paragraph of the instructions 
of the Postmaster-(ieneral, dated the 16th of May 
last. embodied in this Department's order of the 
26tn of May, 1879, relative to importations 
through the mails, read as follows: 

‘* ‘Unsealed packages received in the mails from 
foreign countries, which are fonnd on examina- 
tion by custome officers to contain articles liable to 
customs duties, shall be delivered by the Post- 
master at the exchange office of receipt to the 
prover officer of customs for the collection of the 
duties chargeable thereon, with notice of such de- 
livery to the person addressed.“ 

„It nas been suggested by the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral that tne following instructious should be added 
to the paragraph, viz. : 

But books receivea from countries and colonies 
of the Universal Postal Union which are found to 
be dutiable shall, when addressed to post-offices 
other than the excha office of receipt, be 
promptly transmitted by mail to the addresses, 
charged with the amounts of customs cuties levied 
thereon, respectively; which amounts Postmasters 
at the offices of destination will collect of the ad- 
dresses on their delivery; and remit by first mail 
thereafter to the Collectors of the Customs of the 
district in which the exchange post-office of receipt 
is situated; and in case of the refusal or neglect of 
addresses of such dutiable books to apply for them 
at the post-oflices of destination within a period of 
thirty days from the date of their receipt at said 
office, aud pay the customs duties and any postage- 
charges levied thereon, the Postmaster of said 
office will specially return the same to the Col- 
= of the Customs of the aforementioned dis- 
trict. » 

‘* * Postmasters are instructed to collect the cus- 
tome auties op euch books forwarded to their offices 
for delivery to add and promptly remit the 
sums collected by them to Collectors of the Cus- 
toms, in the manner pres~ribed by the Secretary of 
the Treasury; bat the postal revenues are not in 
898 to be credited or charged with such 

uties. 

‘* The suggestion meets with the val of this 
Depactment, and the instructions contained in the 
amendment will be observed by officers of the 
customs. A record of the address and office 
of destination of each package, and of the 
amoubt of duties due tbereon, will be kept, 
and on receipt of the duties, or return 
of the package, the fact will be recorded. 
A certificate in the form appended hereto, showmg 
the amount of duties due. will be attached to each 
package for the information of the Postmaster, 
who, in his letter forwarding the duties, should 
refer to such certificate by mentioning the nnmber, 
date, amount, and the name of the party ad- 
dressed, specified therem. Printed dlanas will be 
furnished by the Department. This order will take 
effect on the lst prox.

THE FALL CAMPAIGN. 

On both sides the result of the coming election 
in Ohio. which takes place Oct. 7, is regarded as 
the prime factor in the local political campaign. 
Until that shall have been decided both parties 
prefer standing aloof, and all the political talk that 
is going on is simply the result of the individual 
candidates for the various offices to be filled 
and their friends. None of the recognized 
leaders of either party—the gentlemen who 
manipulate the ** slate” and exercise 
& supervisory control of the conventions—have-yet 
opened their lips, and it is impossible for the most 
cuaning interviewer to obtain from them the 
slightest possible expression of opinion as to the 
merits or probabilities of any candidate. The 
boom {is eppsrenfly with the Republicans. 
Trae, it is in itgelf but a small affair, being the 
reflex wave of public sentiment and substantial 
victory in California ana Maine. the anti- 
podes of the Nation, Nevertheless, it exercises 
an inflacnce with the great floating vote, which 
always looks to arraying itself on the wioning 
side, and is never 80 apathetic as some peopie 
claim it to be. 

Ohio is near at home. The result there will 
bring the chickens to Lilinois, In the Buckeye 
State the Fiat Innatics, or rather what is left of 
them, have coal with the Democracy, and 
to this combination have been added all the dis- 
contented, who look upon existing. hinge with the 
eyes of pessimism. The Kepublicans, basing their 
claims to a continuance ol power on the successful 
resumption of specie. the general improvement in 
ali lines of business, and the revulsion of pudlie 
feeling against the shotgun policy of the South, 
present a more aolid front than they have done at 
* time since 1072. 

n this State there is pretty much a similar 
state ofaffairs. There is no State or Congressional 
election tuis year, but the county elections, being 
those immediately vrecedtug the Presidential 
campaign of next year. assume an importance 
that neither party has overlooked. The Repub- 
licans, spurred on by the victorics in Maine and 
California, are daily fucreasing the efficiency of 
their organization.

8 ot While they entertain the 
possibility of o going their wav, they vety 
studiously refrain frem indulging in the probabili- 
ties. The shrewder — ee of the party — 
admit tuat. 50 far as the Ohio State ticket is con- 
cerned, there are no hopes whatever of a Demo- 
cratic victory. They do, however, entertain a con- 
viction that the recent gerrymandering of the State 
will prolong the Democratic ascendency in tne 
Legislature, and thus secure the re-election of 
Senator Thurman or an equally good Bourbon.

THE AIR WE BREATHE. 

Two week ago we printed some extracts 
from the paper read before the Woman's San- 
itary Association of England by Dr. OCna kurs 
Koster on the subject of the ,“ Two 
Breaths,”—that which we breathe out, and 
that which we take in. That portion of the 
paper referred to treated of the necessity of 
pure air, and pointed out the destructive 
consequences of living in close rooms, and 
especially of sleeping in rooms from which 
all fresh air from without had been excluded. 
in the same paper Dr. Krixvestxy pointed 
out the flagrant violation of natural laws on 
the part of the women of the present day, 
who, though surrounded with pure air, resort 
to strange means to defeat the life-giving 
benefits of it, As horses may be taken to 
the water, but not compelled to drink, it is 
likewise true that people may be brought to 
the fresh air, but they cannot be made 
to breathe it. Parents and educators fool- 
ish!y prevent the lungs of children from be- 
ing Culy filled and emptied ; therefore their 
blood is not duly oxygenated. and the whole 
system goes wrong. Paleness, weakness, 
consumption, scrofula, and too many other 
ailments, are the consequences of ill-filled 
langs, for, without well-filled lungs, robust 
health is impossible. 

Among the common practices which pre- 
vent the proper filling and emptying of the 
lungs, so necessary to health, are stillness, 
asedentary life, and want of exercise. On 
this point Dr. Krvasixy refers to the general 
practice in schools, where children are kept 
for hours leaning over desks, which injury is 
aggravated by the cruel efforts of the teacher 
to make the child sit upright and thereby 
keep the spine in an attitude for which Na- 
ture did not intend it,” and which is the cer- 
tain measure to bring on that disease so 
fearfully common in girls’ schools, lateral 
curvature of the spine.” What happens 
when the girl continges to stoop forward? 
The learned writer thus answers the ques- 
1 lower ribs are pressed into the body, there - 
by displacing more or less somethipe inside. The 
diaphragm, in the meantime, which is the very bel- 
rows of the lungs. remains loose; the lunes are 
never proper'y filled or emotied; and an excess of 
carbonic acid accumulates at the hyttom of them. 
What follows? Frequent sighing ‘to get rid of it;

weary work, what is the firat thing she probably 
Goes? She lifts up her chest, streiches, yawns, 
ang preathes deeply—Nature'’s voice. Nature's in- 
stinctire cure,{@hich is probably regarded as un- 
gracefal, as Wüste is called ‘lolling’ is. As ff 
sitting upright were bot an attitade in itself essen- 
tially ungraceful, and such as no artis: would care 
to draw. As if ‘lolling,’ which means putting 
the body in the attitude of the most perfect ease 
compatible with a fully-expanded chest, were not 
in itself essentialiy gracefai, and to de seen in 
every reposing figure in Greek bas-reliefs and 
vases; gracefol, and. like all graceful actions, 
healthful at the same time.” 

Enforced silence upon the part of children 
is also strongly reprobated, and it is dog- 
matically declared that, where the breathing 
organs are of average health, children and 
young people cannot make too much noise. 
Parents who cannot bear the noise of their 
children have no right to have brought them 
into the world.” Teachers who enforce 
silence on the pupils are committing, how- 
ever unintentionally, an offense against reason, 
and it is deemed that every shout, every 
burst of laughter, every song—nay, in the 
case of infants, as physiologists well know, 
every moderate fit of crying—conduces to 
health, by rapidly filling and emptying the 
lungs, and changing the blood more rapidly 
from black to red—that is,from death to life.” 
The case is told of a large school in which 
the young girls were, for the sake of their 
health, shut up in the ball and school-room 
from November till March, and no romping 
or noise allowed. The natural consequence 
was that the great majority of them fell ill ; 
and it is suggested that a great deal of 
illness iscontracted inschool-rooms through 
this one cause of enforced silence. To this 
cause is also attributed much of the ill- 
health and weakliness among girls who have 
not the opportunity of riding, skating, 
archery, or even playing at ball. If girls at 
work, and who are ander enforced silence, 
had a room in which to play ball after 
sedentary work, it would be of great healthful 
benefit. 

Another device to prevent the free breath- 
ing of pure air, the fresh filling and empty- 
ing of the lungs, is the use of stays,—the in- 
evitable corsets. The Greeks were the 

beautiful race the world ever saw.” 
Their women practiced graceful—in some 
cases even athletic—exercises. ‘‘They de- 
veloped by free and healthy life those fig- 
ures which remain everlasting and unap- 
proashable models of human beauty; but they 
wore no stays!” The writer says that the 


who, centuries before, bad imagined, because they 
had seen living and moving, those glorious statues 
which we pretend to admire, but refuse to imitate.” 

The writer thinks that a few centuries 
bende, when mankind has learnt to fear 
Gop more” and to obey more sirictly the 
laws of Nature and of Science which are the 
will of Gop, “the present fashion of tight- 
lacing will be looked upon as 4 : contemptible 
and barbarous denoting a very 
low level of civilization in the peoples which 
have practiced it.“ This habit of deliber- 
ately crushing that part of the body which

Indeed, there is a sort of 
Rint at physical truth in the ola fairy tale of the 
girl from whose lips, as she spoke, fell pearis and 
diamonds; for the carbonic acid of your breath 
may help hereafter to make the pure carbonate 
of lime of a pearl, or the still purer carbon of a 
diamond. Nay, it may go (in such a world of 
transformation do we live) to make atoms of coal 
strata, which shall lie buried for ages beneath 
deep seas, shall be upheaved in continents which 
are yet unborn, and there be burnt for the use of 
a future race of men, and resolved into their orig- 
inal elements. Cod), wise men tell us, is, on the 
whole, breath and sunlight,—the breath of living 
creatures who have lived in the vast swamps and 
forests of some primeval world. and the sunlight 
which transmuted that breath into the leaves and 
stems of trees, magically locked up for ages in that 
black stone, to become, when it 1 burnt at last. 
light and carbonic acid, as it was at first. For, 
thongh you must not breathe your breath again, 
you may at least eat your breath, 1f you will allow 
the sun to transmute it for you into vegetables; 
or you may enjoy its fragrance and its color in the 
shape of a lily orarose. When you walk in a sun- 
lit garden, every word you speak, every breath you 
breathe, is feeding the plants and flowers around. 
The delicate surf of the green leaves absorbs 
the carbonic acid, parts it into its elements, 
retaming the carbon to make woody fibre, and 
courteously returning you the oxygen to mingle 
with the fresh air, and be inhaled by your lungs 
once more. Thus do you feed the plants, just as 
the plants feed you, while the great life-giving sun 
feeds both; and the geranium standing in the sick 
child's window does not merely rejoice his eye and 
mind by its beauty and freshness, but repays hon- 
estly the trouble spetit on it, absorbing the breath 
which the child needs not, and giving to him the 
breath which he needs. 


WHY IRELAND AND THE MUR ARE POOR. 

The distress which has fallen so severely 
upon the agricultural people of the British Isl- 
mds bas fallen with peculiar severity upon the 
tenantry of Ireland. The general cause of 
this distress is the same: a succession of bad 
crops, caused by bad weather and excessive 
rents; but the situation in Ireland is greatly 
aggravated by circumstances which exist in 
that country to a greater degree than in En- 
gland and Scotland. Feudalism is much old- 
er in Great Britain than in Ireland, and in 
the matter of land tenure has only been 
submitted to under the duress of overwhelm- 
ing, force. In Englaad and Scotland the 
land is held and worked mainly in large 
blocks, but the proprietors are generally resi- 
dents and of old native families. The rents 
are excessive, but the landlords spend the 
money at home. In Ireland the case 
is altogether different. Under the old 
native clans, the land was not only 
possessed but owned by the people, 
and the Chiefs or Kings bad no pow- 
er to take or alienate it. This ancient 
ownership of the soil by the occupants has 
been cherished by the Irish in all ages, and, 
underlying every other grievance against 
England, the deprivation of this old owner- 
ship of the land has been the uncompro- 
mising cause of deep-rooted hatred. A direct 
result of the Conquest was the confiscation 
of the land and its apportionment among 
alien adventurers or favorits and domestic 
traitors and perverts. In the Irish heart, 
however, there has never been an acquies- 
cence in this proceeding, confirmed as it 
has been by centuries of the most terrible 
legislation. 

The present race of Irish landlords or pro- 
prietors are, as a rule, the descendants of 
those to whom the land was given by the 
British Conquest. While the estates were 
worked most rigorously, the landlords of 
that day, and, to a great extent, to 
this day, remained aliens to Ireland. 
Though their titles have been Irish, 
they have avoided living in Ireland, 
and landlordism in Ireland has been 
mainly an ownership by non-residents, the 
estates being operated by agents and Bailiffs, 
supported at all times by an armed military 
constabulary. -Foracentury, at least, the 
Irish peasant had no protection against the 
exactions of his landlord save the fear on 
the part of the latter of violence, amounting 
even to assasination, These absentee claim- 
ants reside in England, Scotland, or on the 
Continent. They and their ancestors for 
many generations have lived fashionable, 
luxurious, and riotous lives, spending 
each year their whole income, to the 
last farthing. They have no sympathy 
or feeling in common with their Irish ten- 
ants. They regard them as so many beasts, 
toiling for their owners’ enrichment,—a sys- 
tem differing more in name than in sub- 
stance from our own system of African slav- 
ery. Ifthe cotton crop failed, the owner 
lost, but in Ireland the tenants have to pay 
the same rent, whether the crop fail or not. 

The area of Ireland is about that of the 
State of Indiana; there are 32,000 square 
miles of land, of which 8,000 are mountain, 
bogs, lakes, or waste, and about 24,000 are 
adapted to agriculture, Of course, a less 
quantity is capable of high cultivation. 
Upon this limited area of land there is now 
a population in round nun. bers of 5,700,000, 
of whom three-quarters are farmers. This 
is about three times the population of Indi- 
ana. The rent paid by the farmer-tenants 
for the use of this land aggregates over 
£13,000,000, or about $65,000,000 a year. 
This is in addition to all kinds of taxes, and 
to all stipulated expenditures for manure.

Soarbely a dollar is left to the miser- 
able tenants to be put back on the soil, or to 
employ labor, or for drainage, or to build a 
factory, or to erect machinery, This great 
sum of money—the blood of the people— 
is shipped off to England in money and 


' products, to be spent in luxury by the alien, 


confiscating proprietors. \ 

The effect of this terrible policy is not to 
be measured by a single year. To judge of 
its effects, it must be considered that this 
has been the fate of the Irish people for cent- 
uries, Take merely ten years as affording 
an illustration of what have been the conse- 
quences of this annual and, it may be said, 
remorseless stripping of the land. Assuming 
that, since 1868, the average rent thus taken 
from the island has been the same, and we 
have the result that in those ten years $650,- 
000,000 clear cash has been wrung from 
the poor of Ireland for rent of the land orig- 
inally their own, and taken from them by 
force and fraud. An inevitable result bas 
been hard and incessant labor; and, after 
paying taxes in addition to this enormous 
rent, these people have been kept close 
down to the line of starvation. The 
homes and habitations of the peasantry 
would not rank above mud hovels in this 
country, and they can never have or expect 
to have anything better without a change of 
system. The people have been kept down 
to the lowesf grade of poverty, and in- 
separable from the condition of poverty con- 
tinued from generation to generation is that 
of illiteracy and ignorance. ‘ In regard to the 
latter there has been some improvement of 
late years, but itis due tothe general natural 
ability, quick perception, and brightness of 
intellect of ‘the race, and not to any assist- 
ance of the landlords. 

Reversing this picture of actual results, 
suppose the land of Ireland during the nearly 
eighty years of even the present century, or 
to adhere to the comparatively brief time of 
ten years, had been owned by the cultivators 
of the soil, or even by residents who spent 
the earnings of the land upon the land itself, 
how different would have been the condition 
of the people! The expenditure of $650, - 
000,000 m the ten years, in the way of 
creating comfortable homes and habitations, 
for the improvement in breeds of cattle, for 
the purchase of agricultural machinery, for 
drainage and manures, for the em- 
ployment of labor, for the erection 
of factories, for the introduction of 
improved implements of agriculture, for the 
establishment of new industries, for the in- 
struction of young men in mechanical trades, 
for the general education and elevation of 
the masses and the encouragement of all 
useful avocations, and how different would be 
the condition of Ireland at this time! 

What has been the result of these years of 
squeezing and bleeding, of starvation, and 
of this crushing out of the life of the coun- 
try? I: has been to expel millions of the 
population, an enforced exile of whole masses 
of mén, a flight from poverty, want, and 
death. Except to a limited extent, the 
emigration from Ireland has been compul- 
sory,—men, women, children, all have 
come hither for that bread and meat which, 
though earned at home in abundance, have 
been cruelly taken from them by confiscating 
non-resident owners of the soil. The effect 
has been in mmy respects injurious to this 
country and disastrous to the Irish them- 
selves. Unlike other foreigners, they have 
arrived here too poor to buy and occupy 
land, but have swarmed to the cities by the 
million, where, without trades, skill, or 
capital, they have been obliged to seek the 
lowest grades of labor and the worst- 
paid ones, and, by their excessive 
competition for rough work, have 
crowded each other most injuriously 
for their common welfare aud moral good. 
Many of them remain in great destitution ; 
others fall into dissipation or evil habits. 
Their struggle for life in the cities, thus 
crowding and competing with each other, is 
Unlike the 
Germans, and Scand'navians, and French, 
the poor Irish peasants come here bare and 
naked of this world’s good. They have no 
means to purchase land, or to work it even if 
given to them. They leave home singly ; 
often a son or a daughter is the pioneer of a 
large family. He or she lands in New York 
without a dollar or a second suit of clothes. 
Necessity compels them to immediate work 
at whatever employment they can get, and 
as fast as they mapage to earn and save 
enough they, with filial devotion, send it 
back to pay the passage out of another 
brother or sister, whose earnings in turn are 
similarly applied, until the whole family is 
brought to this country. They all come 
empty-handed and as unskilled laborers, and 
in the o ties and towns find the only ready 
opportunity of getting work and wages. The 
result is that they become planted in the 
cities in altogether too great numbers for 
their own good, where they fall a 
prey to the heartless schemes of cor- 
rupt local politicians, and are used 
by them for selfish, tax-eating ends, and are 
arrayed in hostility to the American citizens 
among whom they have come to live, and 
who furnish them employment. In this 
way, owing to their poverty on arrival in 
America, the Irish become massed in latge 
cities, and do not distribute themselves over 
the land in agricultural occupations as do 
the people from other European countries. 
This poverty, forced upon them in Ireland 
by British landlords, follows them to this 
country, weakening that social and political 
usefulness and importance which they and 
their descendants would exercise bad they 
the means on their arrival to become inde- 
pendent occupants and bonest cultivators of 
the soil. 

The vicious, infamous, and cruel system 
of land tenure in Ireland has, therefore, 
operated not only in keeping the Irish peo- 
ple in a chronic state of poverty and a 
natural and perpetual state of discontent 
and anarchy, but it has forced upon this 
country a large population which, under 
other circumstances, would have arrived here 
forehanded and well educated, adding 
industry, and 
social virtues to the elevation of the material 
condition of the country, And had they not 
been robbed and peeled in Ireland by the 
English, only the natural and legitimate 
overflow of the population would have ex- 
patriated themselves and sought new homes 
in, to them, a far-off and foreiga land. 

No prosperors people ever migrate—ever 
leave their native home by the million for 
a strange country. When the hive be- 
comes too full, the overflow will go 
beyond, and find homes elsewhere where 
there is more room. Butin that case they 
will go as prosperous, well-to-do people, 
able to purchase new homes, and to enter 
upon a new life comfortably. They never 
leave with empty hands; never leave com- 
fortable homesteads to enter upon lives of 


reasons, in prosperous countries is always 


voluntary; it is never compulsory. The im- 


mense migration of Irish to this country bas 
been in large part compu'sory, as mach 80 as 
if Great Britain had forcibly placed the men 
on ships and sent them bither. Legal enact- 
ments might have been evaded, but poverty 
has been irresistible. The millions robbed 
from the labor of Ireland to be squandered 
elsewhere has been taken as so much life- 
blood from these people. That policy has 
done all that was possible to pauperize Ire- 
land and to pauperize the Irish. 

It is possible that a change is at hand. 
For ones, Protestant and Catholic tenants 
feel the same chain, endure the same confis- 
cation, and offer the same resistence,—a re- 
sistance in which they will have the fullest 
sympathy of the English and Scotch tenants, 
who experience the same oppression, though 
in a less degre.

WAS PRIAM A THEN CHINEE! 

The work of the — arch»olo- 

gists who are digging on the Plains of Olym- 
pia and ancient Troy is being richly re- 
warded. The German savants in Greece 
have already determined the complete 
topography of the Olympian Plain as indi- 
cated by Pavsanras. They have also fixed 
the sites of the temples, the treasuries, the 
gymnasium, the limits of the A'tis, and the 
position of the stadium. The treasure-trove 
has richly rewarded them also, for Olympia 
was the Mecca of the ancient worship, and 
its groves were crowded with temples and 
filled with bronze and marble statues. The 
pediments of the great central temple of 
Zeus, wrought by Promos and ALcaMENnzs, 
have been recovered, likewise the winged 
statue of Victory that commemorated a vic- 
tory of the Messenians over the Lacedemo- 
nians, and a priceless relic, the statue of 
Hermes with the infant Driowrsuvs; which 
is ascribed by Pavusantas to PraxiTscazs. 
These grand results haye been attained by 
the generosity of the German Government, 
which has liberally encouraged its da- 
vants in their work. The success which bas 
crowned the efforts of Dr. Scuimmayn 
on the plains of ancient Ilium is also famil- 
iar to our readers. He, too, has mappod out 
the topography of the world-famous city ; 
has traced the foundations of its walls and 
the sites of its houses and temples; lias even 
invaded the palace of Priam, and shown us 
the secrets of his household, even to the 
wine-cellars underground, and has filled the 
cabinets of Europe with the b'jouterie and 
vertu rlucked from the treasures of Priam 
and Hecupa. Rich and surprising as his 
discoveries have been in vases, jars, goblets, 
armlets, rings, statuary, and bric-a-brac, they 
are all insignificant compared with the philo- 
logical discovery first made seven years ago 
by Emme Buswovr, and now discovered 
again by Dr. Scutzemann, and Ia Faneopao, 
the Chinese Ambassador at Berlin. When 
Borwoour first announced that some of the 
inscriptions on the vases and pedestals were 
Chinese, the whole world laughed at him, 
and so heartily that it drove him into 
silence. Now comes II Fanopao, how 
ever, indorsed by Dr. Scuisemann, and 
affirms that the inscriptions found on a certain 
vase in the lowest stratum of his Trojan ex- 
cavations are Chinese and no hing else; and 
who should know better than La Fanerao? 
More than all this, he declares that the in- 
scriptions on several more of the antiquities, 
especially those on the terra-cotta whorls, 
are Chinese also, and some of them he has 
translated. One of these legends, to the 
effect that B. C. 1200 three pieces of linen 
gauze were packed within the vase for in- 
spection, is identical with the version of the 
same inscription made by Burwovur. 

A world of pleasant possibilities and sur- 
mises lies hidden in this remarkable discovery. 
It is not a violent conjecture that the people 
of Troy were Mongolians, or that Paus 
and his numerous progeny were *‘ heathen 
Chinees.” The origin of the Chinese race is 
lost in the mists of antiquity. They date 


/ back, like the Trojans, to the myiholog- 


ical: period. They are pure Asiatics. 
Their literature dates back of Homer; and 
who shall affirm that Hours and Cowrvcrvs 
were not acquainted and may not even have 
worked in common upon the Hiad and the 
philosophy, or together have hit upon the 
Golden Rule? Asa writer in the New York 
Evening Post, commenting upon this dis- 
covery, shrewdly observes: It has always 
been rather hard to believe that scandal 
could have thriven as it did in and about 
the Grecian cities without the help of tea, 
and this difficulty is now evidently to be 
overcome in the most comfortable manner 
imaginable.” How pleasant it is to draw a 
picture of the aged Priam and Hecusa hob- 
nobbing with each other over a cup of tea, 
and drowning their sorrows in its fragrant 


aroma, as one child after another was slain 


by the vengeful Greeks! What rare gossip 
about Heren and Parts must have passed 
among the Trojan maids at their little tea. 
parties and kettle-drums! Who shall say 
that Hroron, Dezresopus, Tromus, Cas- 
SANDRA, Oneusa, Ponyporvs, and all the 
rest of the numerous flock of Mother Hzovsa, 
did not gather together at gorgeous feast of 
mice and puppy-dogs, and empty their huge 
golden goblets of cold tea to each other's 
healths? What pleasant visions of the old 
women come up, sitting at their spinning- 
wheels, whose drowsy whirr pleasantly min- 
gled with the suggestive sizzle of the smoking 
tea-uro, and mourning the folly of the young 
women of their day, whose delight it was to 
stroll through the streets of Troy, lavishly 
bedecked with the trinkets which Dr. Scuurze- 
Mann is now shoveling out of the Trojan 
dirt in such rich profusion! And how 
nicely the historic unities are preserved 
by this discovery! It is a generally 
accepted fact that all Irishmen are Greeks ; 
of course, then, all Greeks are and were 
Irishmen. How this theory upsets the com- 
monly accepted origin of the Tro an war, 
unqmely: that the long, ten-years’ siege was 
allon account of one fair woman! What 
more natural than to infer that Ants w 
the Dennis Kearyey of the period, and tha 
he decided the heathen Chinese in Troy mast 
go? It does not violate any of the unities of 
history to accept the discovery of IA Fana-

SEWER-GAS. 


Mr. W. M. Dee Criticises Mr. Crane’s Ro- 
centiy-Expre-sed Views. 
A few days ago a TRIBUNE reporter called on 


W. M. Dee, the expert in removing sewer-gas, 


to ascertain the oracticability of Mr. Crane’s 
ideas on tne subject. Mr. Dee, in answer to the 
reporter’s inquiries, spoke substantially as fol- 
lows: 

„agree with Mr. Crane, that some of the 
present places of ventilation mentioned in bis 
letter are defective. ‘The iron grating over the 
main sewers doesn’t take the pressure off of the 
house-drains; and also the cold. iron pipe run- 
nu through the roof bas much less ascending 
powers.“ 

The reporter asked: Why are they not of 
relief to the house-drains 1 : 

Mr. Dee—The former ascends as high as the 
cover or surface of the ground, when the tem- 
perature above comoels it to drop back. The 
latter pian is of no use Whatever, as that bas 
bo ascending powers. 

R. —- What do you think of his plan of forming 
a current of cold air through the drains in the 
house coonecting with the large flues? 

Mr. Dee—lI have no objection to cold atmos- 
phere going through the Grains in the interior of 
houses; but Mr. Crane must know what you 
might as well take the bottom from under the 
flue, or opev a-bole in it, which would deorive 
it of ite draugnt, as have it connected with a 
drain that’s exposed to a cola atmosphere. The 
effective plan calis for all drains, soil-pipes, 
basins, etc., to be as near air-tight as possibile, 
sO chat the range flue forms a vacuum on these 
columns. 

Re porter Now. Mr. Dee, to get at your plans 
correctly, will you please give me an idea how 
vou would disinfect houses troudled with 
sewer-gas! 

Mr. Dee—I have told you as much as you need 
be told in pelation to delevctiye and effective 
plans, and, if you have sewer gas in your house, 
1 will change the odor to tresb atmosphere, and 
this is all you should expect to Know. 

Reporter—Mr. Dee, I do not wish to know 
your exact plan, and the apharatus you use; but 
the press would like to kaow ne outlines of it. 

Mr. Dee—Now, Mr. Reporter, to make mat- 
ters agreeable to you, I am Aways inclined to 
give the press any information I have when 1 
have time. To ventilate a dwelling: First, you 
can cut away the main sewer pressure at the 
front of the house: then the fermentations of 
che drains in the bouse; the catch-basin and 
soil-pipe can be connected with an old or a new 
flue used for the kitchen. The range flue will 
cause a vacuum in the soil-pipe by means of a 
down-dreft. The woole of the above work can 
be done n the kitchen and part of the hail on 
the ground floor, without upsetting any o her 
room in the house; or, if there is a cellar under 
the wuole house, there will be no muss to be 
seen.

A Mountain Sheep’s Head Imbedded in a

Quite a curiosity was fouod a few days ago 
near the camp of the workmen on the new toil- 
road, near Yankee Fork. itis a mountain ram’s 
head, deeply imbedded in a pine tree, and about 
six feet trom the ground.

A VACATION IN THE SADDLE. 
™» the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cutcaco, Sept. 20.—Among the many modes of 
passing the late summer holidays, that taken by 
two members of the Bar residing on the North 
Side is of interest, their plan deine a journey on 
horse back through the picturesque lake district of 
Wisconsin. Taney took their own saddle-horses, 
wita the ordinary English saddle used when riding 
inthe park. The horses were pat on the morning 
boat for Milwaukee, and, landing that evening, the 
first aay’s ride of eighteen miles was accomplished. 
The next day taey rode on to Waukesiia. Aftor 
several days passed in excursions to points of in- 
terest in the neighborhood, Lakeside and Ocono- 
mowoc were reached. The route was then north 
to Kilbourn City, and the Dells of the Wisconsin! 
where the Wisconsin River flows for eight miles 
through & narrow passage in the tall rocks. From 
Kilvourn City, their course was south to Devil’s 
Lake, and thea on to Madison, returning by way 
of Lake Geneva to Chicago. The daily ride was 
commonly about twenty miles, but was occasional - 
ly longer, the greatest day's ride being forty-three 
miles. The pace adovied was about seven miles 
an hour. The toute included a number of summer 
resorts, and some coimfortabie botel was always 
reacned ac night. The tranks were sent on by ex- 
press to the principal points, the riders being never 
more than two or three davs away from their bag - 
gage, and carrying little except the horse-blanke:s 
and halters strapped in a roll behind the saddles. 

The roads were found in excellent order, being 
generally of gravel and quite smvoin. ‘The country 
was picturesque, abounding in lakes and w 
and sufficiently roiling to afford plenty of hills and 
fine prospects. No rain fell during the daytime, 
and there were no days when it was too warm to de 
riding at midday, One rider used the trot occa- 
sionally, bat most of the time a siow amble or 
canter, The otner rode the trot entirely. 

The expensewf suca a trip proved to be about 
the same as iH tne journey were made by rail, and 
giving the same time to it,—four weeas. In the 
country towns, the common price was $2 per day 
at the hotels, and 50 cents per day for @ horse, or 
25 cents for each feed when stopping over night or 
at noon; but toe larger hoiels cnarged more: and. 
with tae ordinary incidentals, it was found that 
33.50 per day, eatire expenses. was about the 
rigtt amount a horseman should allow himself 
when proposing sucb a irip. 

Tue fatigue was found to be nominal, not a mile 
of the way being monotonous or wearisome: and 
the gentlemen unite in recommending such a trip 
to others in Chicago as both practicable and pleas- 
ant. The entire distance ridden was 350 miles.

HEBREW RELIEF. 


The Asnual Report. 

The twelfth annual report of the Executive 
Board of the United Hebrew Relief Association for 
the year 1878-70 has just been published. By the 
report it appears that the Society has deen 
in existence twenty years. The Associa- 
tion has encountered many vicissitudes and been 
subjected to muc criticism in the coarse of its ex- 
istence. There wasatime when its good offices 
were demanded by migratory beggars whom as- 
sistance only e \couraged toa life of idleness and 
pauperism. This evil was eradicated, and now 
only the deserving poor, wno come to their hard 
lot through no fault of their own, are relieved. 
Formerly, and duringthe prosperous times prior 
to 1873. the Society was maintained oy regular con- 
tribations from wealthy members. hese contri- 
butions have greatly fallen off. As a means of still 
coilecting funds for the Society, the Executive 
Board recommend the plan of holding balls and 
fairs, 60 successfully adopted by other civic and 
reiigious associations. Among other things the 
report contains the following sensiole suggestions 
concerning the performance of household duties by 
the young women of families wa0 appiy for heip: 

** Many of our applicants have daugaters strong, 
healthy, and well advanced in womanhood. These 
daugbtete (and are encouraged oY their parents) 
to refuse engage in househoid employments. They 
also reiuse to do housework of any kind. There 
are Jewish families in this city woo would 
de glad to receive them. They could thus be inde- 
pendent ana free from the enervating and hurtful 
infuence of public charity. To do housework is 
degrading, they tell us. They feel as though it 
were dishonorable to engage as domestics. Some- 
thing oughtto be done to root out this fooigsh 
prejudice. We deltere taat the ladies of the sev- 
eral sewing societies, who have been and are qping 
mach excellent service in the cause wf charity, can 
mud ought to teach these applicants—that it is m- 
finiuigy more honoravle to perform the duties o/ a 
demestic than to live on puolic charity. We trust 
they will take this matter in hand. The Board bas 
repeatedly ref used aid in such cases, and hae irmiy 
res®ived not to countenaace sucù pernicious seati- 
ments.

FRESH WATER. 


Fountain et Central Park. 

Through the generosity of Mrs, Mancell Talcott, 
a handsome drinking -foantain has been erected 
near the south gatewey of Central Pars, and the 
ceremony of dedication 400k place yesterday after- 
noon at 3 o'clock, in the presence of the officers 
of the linois Humane Society, under whose aus- 
pices it has been erected, and a number of prom- 
inent citizens. 

The fountain was de@gned and erected under the 
personal supervision of Mr. Albert W. Landon, 
the Secretary of the Society, and is an attractive 
and elegant piece of workmanship. There is a 
foundation of Lemont stone, sixteen feet in diam- 
eter, extending t a depth of five feet un- 
derground, and is. surmounted by 2 
circular baein of Joliet marbie, indented on 
opposite sides by two stone sieps, by which the 
drinking fountains are reached. Two silver - plated 
faucets, with chains and cuos attached. are fur- 
nished for these smaller basins. Tae stonework is 
topped by an elavorate ornamental iron vase. filied 
with choice flowers and trailing plants, from tae 
centre of whica a fancy lamp ex) ends to a nigat of 
four feet. Tue following inecrij\tioa is cut in the 
stonework on both sides of the wase: ** The Iili- 
nom Humane Society. Mancel Talcott. 1879." 
The cost of the fountain is estimated at $2, 000, 
and its size enables eight horses 10 drink at one 
time. Looking at the fountain as one enters the 
gateway à very pleasing effect is witnessed. 

John G. Shortall; President of tine Society, de- 
livered the dedicatory aadress, antl spoke of the 
fountain as a gift of the Creator. if. thought that 
those who had been instrumental iu its erection 
would receive their just reward, and that it would 
always serve to keep the memory of the late Man- 
ce! Talcott en in the memory of the citizens of 
Chicago. He concluded his remarks by formally 
} tendering the fountain to the Fark Cmamissioners 
, on behalf of the 1!\1nois Humane Society. 

Mr. Willard Woocard, President d the West 
Park Board, responded in a few weli-choven words, 
bidding the Humane Society Godspees, and con- 
gratuiatine Mrs. Talcott on her generous action, 
so much in keeping with the spirit always shown 
by her departed husband.

letter and was understoud to be 
intended to vent the maltiplying of 


lumber-yards indiscriminately, and bas caused, 
not only the lumber-dealers in the district occupied 
by them who are violating the ordinance. but also 
the workers of lumber, to be served with notice to 
eitber get a permit from the Council or vacate on 
or before the JOth. A member of one of the firms 
interested was at the Building Department yester- 
day making inquiries in the matter. and the only 
satisfaction he could get was that there was no 

uestion as to the legality of the ordinance, and 
that an opinion on the subject had been asked 
from the Law Department, which would be given to- 
morrow morning. Toe lumoer menconstrue the or- 
dinance as a prohibition against estaolishing yards 
wherever ihey please, and as not being designed to 
interfere with old-established yards: and if it is 
interpreted any other way by the Law Depart- 
ment, the probabilities are that they will combine 
to test ite legality.

FEDERAL AFFAIRS. 


The United States Sub- Treasury redeemed $2, 000 
in silver yesterday, and paid out $6,000 in the 
same kind of coin. 


The internal-revenue receipts at Collector Har- 
vey's office vesterday amounted to $31,824. Of 
this amourt $24,785 was for tax-paid spirits, 
$4,703 for tobacco and cigars, and $2,169 for 
beer. 


Work will be begun to-morrow putting in the 
iron door and window-frames on the ground floor 
ofthe new Custom-House. It is now expected 
that the heating apparatus will be finished and the 
building put under shelter so that the plastering 
may go on during the winter. 


The Secret-Service Agents have discovered a new 
counterfeit—a $5 United States Treasury note, 
letter C. IM of 1875. One of the principal de- 
fecta consſ in the scratched appearance of the 
shadingin thetitie. The new fraud made its ap- 
pearance recentiyin the East, and has not as yet 
gotten this far West. It is admirably calculated to 
deceive, and safety lies in giving it a wide berth. 


The coin-disbursement order. published in ves- 
terday’s Washington dispatches, gave the Sub- 
Treasury folks their first information in regard to 
the new departure of the Treasury Department,

authorizing Assistant Treasurers to pay out gold 


coin as well as silver coin and notes upon current 
obligations of the Government and upon advances 
to disdursing officers, as may be convenient and 
practicable.” The circular will proba diy be here 
in to-morrow’s mail, and wil! be adhered to in fut- 
ure operations. The practice heretofore, at least 
since resumption, has been to pay out no gold ex- 
cent fora part of the interest on the public debt. 
Hereafter, anybody who has a claim against the 
Government, and who hasacheck on the Sub- 
Treasury to show for the claim, can receive gold, 
silver, or greenbacks in payment, at his option. 


UNLUCKY WHEELER. — 


Another effort was made yesterday to provide the 
imprisoned Wheeler. of match-bond fame, with a 
new bondsman. It didn’t work. however, and the 
unlucky ‘*capitalist’’ will remain in jail over Sun- 
day at the least. The candidate presented yester- 
day was one Richard T. Race, a brother of the 
Race who 18 aiready on a couple of similar bonds, 
and a member of what is familiarly known as the 
Race family. Although Mr. Race vesterday after- 
noon asserted that he owned 830. 000 worth 
of property out at Irving Park. Commis- 
sioner Hoyne hesitated about taking him, 
and suggested to Mr. Reed, Wheeler's law- 
yer, that. if he did take Mr. Race, it 
would be in connection with another surety. At 
any rate. it would be necessary for Mr. Race to be 
more specific in regard to the exact location and 
description of his property befere anything could 
be done in the matter.

JOLIET, III., Sept. 20.—In the Hinckiey case 
before Judge McRoberts, to-day, an appeal was 
made by Mr. Hinckley’s counsel for the dis- 
charge of his client from custody, which was not 
granted, the Judge remanding Mr. Hinckley 
again into the ieee of the Sheriff untii all the 
books, papers, accounts percvaining and be- 
longing to the Bloomington, Pekin & South- 
western Road are turned over to Receiver Reed. 
Judge McRoberts does not consfler the 
supersecess of the Appellate Court as 
supersediog his order of Sept. 9, removing Mr. 
Hinckley, and just exactly what it does mean is 
not likely to be known until said Court meets 
in December next, Mr. Hinckley has been under 
arrest and presumably in jail, yet be bas had 
full liberty of the town, and bas been 
a guest at a first-class hotel, but this 
evening Mr. Hmcklev's personal liberty 
became odious to his persecutors, and they 
obtained au order for bis arrest and confine- 
ment in te common jail, At the same instant 
the order of arrest was served the officer in 
charge of the writ of habeas corpus from the 
Supreme Court served the Sheriff with the writ 
commanding him to take Mr. Hinckley to Ot- 
tawa forthwith, so that, while the persecutors 
intended to use their power to humuiate Mr.

the core of these various systems is substantial-

There is one apparent exception to this uni- 
gersality, and that in the case of the religion 
ghich numbers at present the largest following, 
= following in all its branches of more than 
490,000,000 of believers,—the religion of Bud- 
dem. But even bere the exception is only par- 
tial: itrelates to some of the attributes of 
Deity, not to the essential fact. The Buddhist 
bas 60 God in the sense of an aboriginal, super- 
mundane Power, creator, and ruler of the uni- 
verde; he believes that the universe is a power 
ip itself, self-existent, eternal. But the Bud- 
bist adores the founder of bis faith, the King’s 
gon who renounced his inberitance, who 
made himself poor, of no account, and by faith 
snd patience overcame the world and attained 
to perfection of holiness. The Buddhist makes a 
Go ‘of him, and worsbips in him the super- 

ideai, the infinite greatness and worth. 

Nerv relicion offers something superhuman 

to believe im, to restrain, to aspire after, to 
Were. Ifitbe but a shapeless block, that 
block represents the supernal and divine to the 
cowering savage who prostrates himself before 
ft in prayer. In this primary article all relig- 
jons agree; and, let us add, they are all iu this 
alike imperfect. Paul found the Athenians 
worshiping an unknown God. Is not this the 
condition of worshiping humanity the world 
over, even new! Is not all religion a feeling 
after God, if haply we may fiod Him who is 
pever far from any ove of us, and whose very 
pearness perhaps conceals Him! 

Common to all religions and fundamental in 
ali is the potion of duty, the feeling of moral 
obligation, with its correlate, moral accounta- 
bility. Every religion, savage or civilized, what- 
ever else it might teach or fail to teach, bas said 
to its votaries, Thou shalt,” and Inou shalt 
pot.”

We have bere, then, a distinguishing feature

And that fatherhood of God, in the seuse in 
which the Gospel presents it, is also a peculiar- 
ity of the Christian faith. Not that the appel- 
lative Father, as applied te God, is wan in 
other religions, Jewish and Gentile; but in them 
it sienifies, as I understand it, fatherly care, not 
identity of esseuce,—not the homoousian affiniry 
of God with man which Jesus intends when be 
says, I amd the Father are one,” and which 
be recognizes in his followers,—“ As thou, 
Father, art in me, and 1 in thee, they 
may be one in us.“ if the text seem to limit 
this affinity to Christian believers, we are to 
understand that limitation as strictlv.subjective, 
—a limitation of conscjousness, not of nature. 
ee an affinity, an essential 
unity of and man,—a divinity in man, a 
humanity iu God; a divine humanity unknown 
in other religions, distinguishing it from Jewish 
and Mohammedan monotheism on the one hand, 
and Hellenic polytheism on the other. The 
God of Judaism is a sharply defined individual, 
high and lone, between whom and man there 
was no communication but through the minis- 
trv of angels, or mediating voices speaking to 
the futlrers Dy the prophets.“ On tne other 
hand, the Groeco-Italic theology (and the same 
istrue of the Indian and Egyptian) presented a 
multitudinous host of questionable individual. 
ties, delfications of nature, or deified men, a cun- 
fused tissue of genealogies and old wives’ 
fables, in which the central Unity was lost, and 
whose mythic immortalities ignored the supreme 
Holiness. Christianity is the reconciliation and 
corrective of these extrœmes. 

This leads me to speak of another distinguish- 
ing feature of the Christian dispensation. Thie 
flowing personality is what is meant by the Holy 
Spirit. Proper to Christendom is the confes- 
sion of the Holy Spirit. 1 do not assert that 
no trace of belief in spirit can be found outside 
of the Christian world. I cannot forget those 
memorable words of Seneca: “There is a 
holy spirit within us, observer ef our 
good and our evil: our guardian who treats 
us according as he is treated by us.“ But the 
spirit intended by Seneca was an individual 
spirit, a good genius. The affirmation ok the 
spirit as a fundamental article of theology, as a 
necussary element in the concept of h : 
is peculiar te Christianity. No other religion 
before or since has ever proclaimed that quick- 
ening, energizing truth. ‘The writers of the New 
Testament did not undertake to cefine it, they 
delivered no dogma concerning it; they simply 
a it as one of the aspects and modes of 

city. 

Father, Son, and Spirit,—we bave here the 
characteristic confession of the Christian faith, 
But is not this the old ecclesiastical tradition 
which the very name of our communion—the 
name Unitarian—is understood to reppdiate? 
hi, Bom say Trinity at once, and so confess 
the Unitartau protest to have been a mistake? 
For sundry sufficient reasons. I am speaking of 
what is peculiar to Christianity; but Trinity is 
found in other religions,—notably in the well- 
known instance of the Indian trimurti, a dogma 
of the Brahman. Then, the word Trinity is 
misleading. it brings into theology a numerical 
element; i chanfes the question of Godhead 
from an ontdlogical to a numerical one; and, 
in spite of all apologies and protests, it 
points in the direction of tritheism. Beside its 
irrelevancy and perversion of essential Chris- 
tianity, I furthermore object to the doctrine of 
the Trinity its inadequacy. It assumes to be a 
complete statement of the substance, or, if you 
will, of the personality of God; but it takes no 
note of Nature,—the all-present manifestation 
of God,—and compels the siternative, either to 
set aside Nature as Godless, or accept her as an 
independent God. 

The Unitarian reform wasa needful protest 
against the confusion and volytheistic leaning 
of Trinitarian theology. But if Unitarianism 
were understood to deny the doctrine vf Fa ner. 
Son, and Spirit, or even to waive or ignore it as 
uncssential, then should I repudiate the 
nume, repoupce the connection, de- 
sire that 
from oli of 
For this is of the very essence of Christianity ; 
and not only so, but jndispensable to any right 
and wortny conception of Dgty. Not an ab- 
struse specuigtion is it, but à vital element of 
Christian experience. 

Oiner teachings of the Gospel bave been 
claimed as peculiar to the Christian dispensa- 
tion. Some, I think,—and notably the doctrine 
of grace, as enunciated by Paul,—marv be fairly 
so regarded. But I know of none s0 aistinctive, 
so constitutive as those which I have named, 
none of which it is so certain that they have no 
parallel in other systems. I emphasize, then, 
this supreme idiom of our religion,—Father, 
Son, and yo Into this the Christian ages 
from of old have been baptized; in this name we 
all, as many of us as have received Christian 

baptism, have been united to the Church. In 
this confession the two great divisiogs of the 
Christian world, the Eastern and the Western, 
meet; in this the various Protestant com- 
munions are one. The dogma of the Trinity 
confuses and divides, but this is common, this 
universal. Christianity, as now presented, is 
universal religion pus the doctrine of Father, 
Son, and Spirit. That doctrine, while it marks 
a distmetiom between the Gospel and other sys- 


tems, is not limitation, but enlargement of the 


ground which is common to all. It extends the 
horizon of religious thought, and is, therefore, 
ap essential of iree religion. For free religion 
does not eoasist in ecclesiastical indifference, or 
heterogeneous association of differing creeds, 
or iu bold negations, but ia breadth of view. 

That was a brave saving of Peter, that * God 
is no respecter of persons, but in every nation 
he that feareth Him and worketh righteous- 
ness is accepted of Him.“ Nevertheless, it 
peeds to be added that, in quite a néw and pe- 
culiar sense, grace and truth came by Jesus 
Christ.“ : 


SUNDAY IN GERMANY. 
PROF. VON SCHULTE IN 
vn.“ 

The observance of Sunday and of bolidays in 
Germany must strike the Englishman very 
strangely. By law work is forbidden on 
these days,—at least such work as 
would de disturbing to others. Till 
the year 1878, however, in many places (for 
instance, in the Catholic Province of the Rbiue) 
Sundays and holidays were the days on which 
the largest business was done in the shops. 
After the attack upon the life of the Emperor, 
the police regulations were made more strict, 
aud during the principal services of the day. 
from 9 to 11 a. m. and 2to3p. m., all shops 
everywhere were ordered to be shut; but there 
are only a few States and towns where the shops 
are not allowed to be oven at all. The postal 
service is limited te shorter hours; letters and 
parcels are not delivered so Aten as on other 
days; and there are similar restrictions on the 
telegraph service. On the other hand, the rail- 
way traflic is left quite free; and not only do 
the trains ran as on other days, but by almost 
every line there are also extra trains for the 
convenience of the -holiday-makers. For ex- 
ample, the Rhine Railway runs every Sunday 
and holiday, from May 15 to Uctober, three ex- 
tra trains in the afternoon; and other lines do 
the same. In many places, especially in Aus- 
tria, companies choose Sundays and holidays 
for their great excursions; extra trains 
are put on especially in the morning; and ar- 
rangements for dancing for the people, popular 
concerts, ete., are fixed almost exclusively for 
these days. This is especially the case in places 
where the population is chiefly Catholic. In the 
Province of the Rbine, in Bavaria and Austria, 
the better class avoid, making excursions on 
Sundays or holidays, not because they wien to 
observe the days more strictly, but because the 
throng is so great in fine weather at all the 
spots of beauty, and wherever refreshments 
can be had. ny one who wantsto see the 
light-hearted nature of the Rbimelander, and 
still more of the Franconian, and the way in 
which he ald Bavarian ’’ enjoys bimself, must 
visit some place of recreation on a Sunday or 
holiday. The church-festivals, which are usual- 
ly on Sundays, are opportupiues for the clergy 
to meet at the house of the parish priest for 
high feeding and bard drinking till a late hour 
in the evening; the people amuse themeelves 
with dancing, with carousals, eat- 
ing, drinking, ete. Quarrels, which among the 
genuine Catholie old Bavarians often end with 
mortal blows or stabs with the gnife, form the 
practical application of the speciallyfine sermon 
for the Saint’s Day. N arches, ban- 
ners, shodting with little mortars, etc. 
attest the good Catholicity of the town. 
Ot work, asa rule, there is none, unless there 
be here und there u boor tailor, — 3

“UNCLE TOM’S CABIN.” 
The Advance. 

“ The Rev. Thomas North, of IIztnois,“ is a 
man who is just now in the mofi show ” busi- 
ness. In the prosecution of bis business he 
trades largely upon his clerical title. Whether 
it belongs to him or not, we do not know. The 
“moral show” he is so interested in is a 
dramatization of Uncle Tom's Cabin.” He is 
anxious chat u should get into the churches, 
and have given it, as it were, “ benefit of 
clergy.” Once get ecclesiastical indorsement 
for bis theatrical moral show,“ and he micht 
drive brisk business awong the churches in tne 
smalier cities and rpral villages. But we 
strongly suspect he has been put up té it by 
other interested parties; ov one in particular,— 
one who once played a conspicuous parton the 
top of a bigh mountain.”’ He may have taken 
both a hint and encouragement from the 
“ starring’ success offthe C. C. C. P. C.“ 
That means the Chicago Church 
Choir Pinafore Company.” This was an ex- 
tem ported troupe of singers and actors, com- 
posed of a number of the leading hired singers 
and organists connected with several of the Chi- 
cago churches. They formed a company and 
put themselves at the control and under pay of the 
manager of one of the principal theatres in the 
city,—a man of professional shrewdness, but 
who was one of the foremost in violating the 
law and desecrating the Lord’s Day by opening 
his theatre on Sundays, and who bas beeu un- 
scrupulous as to the moral ag of the per- 
fotmances. A number of the “C. C. C. Pin- 
alore Company have, it is said, deciacd to go 
upon the stage permanently. But to capture 
church choirs for the theatres is not enough, it 
appears. This Rev. Thomas North, of II- 
nois,“ is bent upon capturing the church also, 
and carrying, by one bpretense and 
another, the theatre into the temple itself! 
During the summer vacation—when some ex- 
cellent people are liable, without thinking much 
about it, to give vacation to their ordinary 
Christian discerument and spiritual sensitive- 
ness—this so-stvied ministerial “ manager’’ 
stole a march on two ot the Chicago churches. 
But we hasten to say: he is not very likely to 
try it again—upon either of these churches. 
Our wisdom-teeth are never the first to come 
through. Though late in appearing, they are 
strong when grown. St. Augustine says he bas 
no doubt that God deals graciousiy with a per- 
son sometimes in withholding grace from him 
for a moment, in order that, by the momentary 
slip and fall, he may learn his dependence on 
that divine grace which alone can upbold any of 
us. There isa pretty good reason to believe 
that in the fustances referred to a valuable and 
lasting lesson will have been learned. 


THE GREEK CHURCH. 
THE IGNORANCE AND AVARICE OF THR CLERGY. 

+ New York Sun. 

It bas been a thousand times put on record 
that ignorance, greediness, and immorality are 
the characteristic features of the clergy of the 
Greek Church in Russia. But, to render them 
justice, it is proper to admit that, with the gep- 
eral progress of the Czar’® subjects, they also 
are much changed, though against their own 
will, being touched by the spirit of the age. It 
is an undisputed fact that they are amazingly far 
behind the other educated classes of Russia, 
which in truth differ from them as much as the 
men of the modern ages do from the men of 
the middle ages. 

The Russian clergy have no excuse for their 
degraded position. During the long period of 
seven centuries they beld in their hands their 
own fate as well as that of their country. 
From the introduction of Christianity into Kieff 
till the time of Peter the Great the clergy were 
the only educated class in Russia; they were 
the sole teachers and moral guides of the peo- 
ple for generation after generation. If they 
have chosen a careless and sluggish life, and 
kept the people in the deepest ignorance, it is 
on this account that their popular influence is 
lost, and that their power in the State has dis- 
appeared. 

When Peter the Great mounted the throne, 
he realized at once that in order to guarantee 
his country from indqjence and darkness be had 
first of all to liberate it from the yoke of the 
clergy. This he did, in spite of furious anathe- 
mas, and of conspiracies and revolts instigated 
by the holy men. Peter abolished the title and 
powers of the Patriarch, who bad been the 
despotic chief of the Russian Church, and in ite 
stead he created a Holy Synod, composed of 
Bishops appointed by the Czar, who himself 
then became the real head of the Church. Then 
Buropean learning was transplanted into Rus- 
sia and intrusted to lay teachers, who became 
the intellectual and moral guides of the peo- 


le. 

. Russtan history does not make mention of 
any great or brilliant clergymen. There is a 
story of a priest who turned merchant, and 
justified the change on this ground: After a 
mature trial | found out that [ was a philoso- 
pher, and so I left the priesthood and went into 
trade. Another Pope, Father Abbakum, be- 
came renowned for his ability to wrestie suc- 
cessfully with the tamed bears, and to fight not 
leas successfully with the bears’ leaders. Then 
there was an ambitious Patriarch, Nikon, who 
by his imprudent edicts created a schism (the 
Old Believers) that has disturbed the peace of 
the country for centuries. He was not satisfied 
to see the Czar prostrate before him,—be was 
for usurping the Czar’s powers; but Alexis and 
the Bovards were too much for him. Bishop 
Gregory was a prelate of another type. Upon 
meeting the Empress Catherine on her famous 
voyage through the country, he addressed her 
in a flattering speech, for which be was at once 
rewarded with the mitre of Metropolitan. He 
said: We will gladly leave 1 to astronomers 
to argue that the earth goes around the sun, but 
we see that our sun is going around the land.“ 
A Metropolitan ventured to give some advice to 
Czar Nicholas: Pope (priest), it is enough for 
you to know your own parish.’ 

For the last balf century the most able and 
successful students of the theological colleges 
have been encouraged to enter the University 
and to abandon the clerical career. Naturally 
the pulpits of the Russian churches are filled 
with mediocrities, crude scholars, and poor 
preachers. 

Having no regular salary, the clergy are 
thrown on their own skill for their subsistence ; 
and as marriage is obligatory upon all Russian 
priests, making a living for their families 
(which are proverbially large) becomes a ques- 
tion of paramount im ance. In this struggle 
tor daily bread the clergy have acquired an un- 
enwable reputstion. ‘The ants say: The 
Pope bas greedy eyes and big ping hands.“ 
The extortions are almost incredibie. The 
Glos gives this example: “A peasant was 
about to leave his village and to settle ina 
neighboring one, where he was going to marr 
a girl; but he could not do this without a certi 
cate from the priest. The priest said: ‘I wiil 
give you acertificate, but not before you make 
good to me all my loss by your going away. 
Now, I lose what I would charge vou for your 
wedding, say 10 roubles. Then, your wife will 
bring you, say, seven children, whose baptism 
will bring me 7 roubles, and seven 
towels at 20 kopec each, and for each 
of seven prayers I would receive in addi- 
tion 20 kopecks. Further, of seven chi- 
dren, four surely would die, and for each bury- 
ing I should charge 1 rouble. Then, your 
daughter would marry, and I should charge one 
rouple for her certificate. Perhaps your son 
would m ; but, well, let us drop your son 
as a possible soldier. Now you ought to pay 
me 21 roubles 80 kopecks: but, to make it an 
even amount, 20 roubies will do.’ The priest 
was finally induced to give the certificate for 10 
roubles.”’

Of the 854 Young Men's Christian Associa- 
tions in the United States, fifty-six own buiid- 
ings which are valued at $1,934,770; forty-two 
associations have building funds collected which 
amount in the aggregate to $234,182, and their 
real estate and other property is valued at 
$2,205,600. There are thirty-five railroad asso- 
ciations, 114 secretaries and agents; 340 associa- 
tions have reading rooms, 619 have an aggregate 
membership of 71,982, and 468 expend $316,240 
annually for current expenses.

At Berne, Switzerland, on the 10th of August, 
a very interesting and siguificant service was 
held in the Old Catholic Cathedral. Circum- 
stances had brought together the three leaders 
of the Catbolic reform movement in Germany, 
France, and Switzeriand,—Bisnop Reinkens, 
Pere Hyacinthe, and Bishop Herzog,—and the 
English Bishop of Edinburg happened also to 
be in Berne. At 9 o’ciock in the morning a 
unioo service was held, in which all these clergy- 
men took part. The Cathedral was crowded 
with a mixed congregation of Protestants and 
Catholics, with a few Greeks to represent the 
Eastern Churcn. 


The First Reformed Charch of Holland, Mich., 
have had their consciences disturbed by the do- 
ings of Freemasonry, and ata general meeting 
recently they resolved that it is an institution 
that leads men to perdition, rejects God, pro- 
fanes His name, abuses His Word, and imposes 
upon its members duties in conflict with the 
willof God. Thechurch was moved to this 
action by the fact that a considerable number of 
ministers, Elders, and other members of their 
communion belong to the fraternity. The Hol- 
landers propose to exclude all such from their 
fellewship hereafter, and ask their classia to 
declare against the Order. 


Methodism is now represented in Burmah. 
For many years the Baptists. were the only oc- 
cupants of this great field. Some time ago the 
Methodist Society for the Propagation of the 
Gospel joined the Baptists there. The Rev. R. 
E. Carter is the Methodist missionary, and has 
established himself in Rangoon. The Baptists 
placed their chapel at bis disposal, and a series 
of meetings were held, at which several con- 
versions took place. Dr. Thoburn and Mr. 
Goodwin, from India, assisted, and at the end 
of their visit of two weeks a church of fifty 
members and probationers was organized and 
ground for a church building secured. 


Queen Victoria when she visits Chiselhurst to 
see the Empress Eugenie, is invariably conduct- 
ed to the resting-place of the Prince Imperial, 
where she places flowers, presented by Monsig- 
nor Goddard, the Roman Catholic oriest, for 
whom she has a special fancy.

‘The present income of the Rnssian mon- 
asteries and convents exceeds 3,000,000 rubies: 
and the value of their possessions in the way of 
gold and silver plate, precious stones, and works 
of art has been appraised at between 6150. 000, 
000 and $200,000,000. Some of them are large 
holders in Russian stock, and others are stated 
to have accumulated enormous sums in builion.

JAMES REDPATH’S BUSTED SCHEME. 
Snecial Correspondence af The Tripwne. 

New Yoru, Sept. 17.—James Reapath is a man 
whose name is known in connection with a good 
many enterprises of different kinds. There is a 
bureau“ in Boston which 16 still called after 
him, —though why anybody should want to name 
different articles of furniture at ali is more than I 
can tell. Besides this, he hae managed the wicked 
lectures of Bob Ingersoll, has written any amount 
of bloody-shirt letters from the South to a Cincin- 
nati paper, has been more or less mixed up with 
various brands of politics in Washington, and, al- 
together, has followed a remarkably hybrid ca- 
reer. 

A few months ago Mr, James Redpath was struck 
with an idea. Whether he bad ever been similarly 
hit before, or whether this one hurt him any. no- 
body seems to know. In any event, this idea was 
suficientiv gigantic to have knocked down 1 
**biger™ man than old Redpath. His best hold 
has always been in the lyceum field. and of course 
this scheme had particular reference to that branch 
of entertainment. The plan, briefly stated, 
was to secure a theatre in each of eight 
or ten towns in various parts of the State; to give 
& course of eight emtertainments in every one of 
these towns; to seil course tickets at $5 each; to 
play such attractions as Emma Abbott. Robson and 
Crane. a concert party of bie own called the Plei- 
ades, a coupte of prominent lecturers, a comedy 
company or two, and 80 forth. In the abstract, 
Mr. Redpath's plan was a big thing. One would 
think that people ought to jump at a chance to see 
eight first-class performances of a varied character 
for the not extravagant sum of 2 cents apiece. 
The prospect—to use an expression which I thiak 
I've heard somewhere elee—was Elysian. So Red- 
path called his entertainments the Elysian Nights. 
Then he engaged the various opera- houses and at- 
tractions, and began to do bis advertising. The

“MY PARTNER.” 


There aro three more openings this week in New 
York. —the Union Square. the Criterion Campany. 
and Daly's. Tue firet received its imtial visitors 
Tuesday evening, and the last opened its doors to- 
night. ‘*My Partner” was the play provided for 
the patrons of the Usion Square, and Louis 
Aldrich and Charley Parsioe were the chiefly-ad- 
vertwed players. Bartley Campbell is the author 
of ** Mv Partner,” as he is of a good deal of other 
dramatic literature of varioas kinds. Barticy 
has not been a great success heretofore. I remem- 
ber when he used to grid outs every two 
weeks for Hooley, in Chicago. nd, shades of 
Thalia. what plays they were! The siap-dash sort 
of business be acquired then has been hard to get 
rid of, and Bartley has perpetrated a good deal of 
stuff that ought to have hung him since then. 
But at last he seems to have come down to bust - 
ness in serious earnes. My Partner” contains 
dramatic interest, which grows until the end is 
reached. It don't work upto a big climax half- 
way N the piece and then fall utterly flat, as 
some of his former stage. infamies have. The 
drama is of the miuing- camp variety, and is filled 
with the rough kindliness of the frontier. It is 
strong, tender, and thoroughly dramatic. The 
plot is not intricate. Two partners love tne same 
girl, and one of them seduces her. This is disvov- 
ered by the less fortunate miner, who makes his 
partner promise faitnfully that he will wed the 
girl, and then departs in lachrymose unse!fishness. 
Before the marriage bas time to occur. the seduc- 
tive young caap is murdered. His partner, who is 
known to have been hie rival also, ie suspected 
of the crime, and is placed under arrest. 
About the same time the girl's quare 
goings-on” are discovered, and the surviving 
partner, no doubt just as willing to be hung for a 
sheep as a lamb, deciares that he is her husband. 
That sets the girl all right, and it is afterward 
shown that the murdered man met his death in an 
entirely different fashion. So the suspectea part- 
ner is set free, the girl becomes bis wife in reality, 
and everything ie joyful. Mr. Aldrich, as a mat- 
ter of course, plays the se)f-sacrificing partner. 
who is a voluminous edition of the Parson in 
»The Daniteg As another matter of course, Mr. 
Aldrich piave the part well. There is a trifle too 
much prominence given to the element of tears. 
Every time he has an opportunity, Joe Saunders 
bawls. Ase Mark Twain would observe, be never 
bores but he strikes water, This will doubtiess 
be toned down in time, however, and even agit 
now is the character is most effective. Parsaice's 
Chinaman is enormous/y funny. as bis other char- 
acters of che same description bave always been. 
The two players for whom this piece was written 
have undoubtedly struck what will produce for 
them a large fortune. Theatrical people make 
money rapidiy waen they make it at all, and Al- 
drich and Parseloe may expect to find themselves 
suddeniy opulent. 

The most successful impersonation of the entire 
cast is, perhaps, Frank Mordaum's assumption 
of the character of Major Brtt. Mr. Mordaunt 
nas long awaited au opportunit to advantageously 
appear before a New \ York audience, and, in this 
instance, has wou immediate recognition. Henry 
Crisp, as the profligate and seductive miner, also 
was successful, ani Maud Granger, in the role of 
the woeful and undone maidea, created sympathy.

Miss Sylvester has 
been given a part whichis altogether unsuited to 
her. There is a line of characters in which this 
lady stands almost alone by reason of ner excel- 
hence; and to cast her in a character of the snivel- 
inely emotfonal scnool is an injustice to her. 
There should de no recurrence of such an error. 
Miss Davenport, Mr. Egbert, Miss Gardner, and 
Mr. Whitecar are all very good, although the first 
three have bat little opportunity toshow what they 
can do. and the latter bas too much. Ad Neven- 
dorf. who runs the Gemania Theatre here. claims 
that Our Daughters,”* togetner with many others 
of L’Arronge’s plays, belongs to him. 
Accordingly, with the assistance of ex-Judge 
Dittenhoefer, he has served an injunc- 
tion upon the Criterion Company to pre- 
vent them from using it without paying royalty 
I don’t know what they mean to do about it; but if 
I stood in their shoes—I couldn't do that. because 
there are twelve pairs ef em—I should give Neu- 
endorf the piece, and think I had been let out 
very cheaply. 
BANDMANN 


has been doing a steadily profitable business since 
he came tothe Standard. Narcisse, which was 
his opening piece, is useful in showing the strong 

ints of the star. but gives the company very 
ittle shew. However, I doudt if that isn’t the 
best thing that could happen. This ts not the 
beet dramatic organization leversaw. The jead- 
ing man has a fatal habit of acting with his legs. 
He starts and twitches every minute or two, from 
nis waist down, in a painfal way that makes one 
think somebody is jerking a string in his back. 
The men are mostly too young to be effective, and 
the women are neither things of beauty nor joys 
forever.

that there is one hand that has loss its Cunning, and 


will not again sweep over the kevsin church, or 
hall. or home. He held in. his mind and heart the 
evirit and art of music; but the stranger, deeper 
music of life he could not control. That strange 
composition ran along well for a page, and then 
ceased.”

hol and opium. There ia nowbdere a more mis- 
erable specimen of degradation of moral feeling 
and of impotence of will than the debauchee 
who has made himself the abject slave of either 
of these pernicious excesses. Iuseusible to the 
ſaterests of his family, to his personal responsi- 
bilities, to the obligations of duty, he is utterly 
untruthful and untrustworthy, and in the worst 
end there is not a mearcpness of pre- 
tense or of conduct that will not de- 
scend to, not a lie be will not tell, 
in order to gaiv the means to 
gratify bis overruling craving. It is not merely 
tbat passion is strengthened and will weakened 
by indulgence as a moral effect, but the alcohol 
or opium waich is absorbed iuto bis blood is 
carried by it to the brain and acts injurioasly 
upon its tissues; the chemist will, indeed, ex- 
tract alcohol from the besotted brain of the 
worst drunkard, as he will detect morohia ia the 
secretions of a person who is taking large doses 
of morphia. Seldom, theretore, is it of the 
least use to preach reformation to those people 
until they have been restrained forcibly from 
their besetting indulgence for a long enough 
period to allow the brain to get rid of the poison 
and its tissues to regain a heaithier tone. Too 
often it is of little use then; the tissues bave 
been damaged beyond the possibility of com- 
plete restoration.

We passed out 
of the city at the Bouloghe gate, and thence 
@rove nearly two miles through the Route de la 
heine. This was iu old times the favorit route 
for the Kings and Queens of France to St. 
Cloud. We crossed tue Seine bv a bridge which 
was broken down during the war of 1870 to 
keep the Prussians out of Paris, arrived at our 
pew home, unloaded, and the teamster grum- 
Med at our pour re, four times larger than he 
would have received from a Parisian. He would 
bave been thankfai had 1 not asked bim twice 
to drink, but each treat had doubled bis expec- 
tations. So we commenced keeping house, 
Bore or less after the French fashion. It was 
mer an international and mixed system of 
ing. We started on a basis of Amer- 
an and English custom and taste, which was 
by our French surroundimgs. For iu- 
stance, the kitchen contained a French range. 
This was a piatform of orick built into the wall, 
wont thirty inches in bight, and containing 
three holes about the size of our ordinary 
cooking-stove orifices. In these were Kiadied 
the charcoal fires. There was no chimney 
proper, only an orifice above the platform 
rough which the gas and smoke escaped, 
and found its way by some mysterious route 
tothe outer air. When not iv use this orifice 
Was closed by an iron slide. Not understanding 
this fixture, the first charcoal fire we kindled 
Bearly choked us to deatn, until Madame Gar- 
ier came Guwn and drew the slide. ‘here was 
bo Oven. vo boiler, pone of the conveniences of 
ordinary American cooking-stove. Hot 
Water at all hours was quite impossible. We 
Were a fortnight learning to work this clumsy 
monster ofa French stove. Even kindting the 
fre was. a complicated operation. it required 
matches, paper, charcoal, a beilows, and braise.

Fireless 1. Yes, France is almost a fireless coun- 
try. Fire in fali and winter ia, the luxury of the 
rich, The poor go almost without it, and those 
—— y circumstanced bover over and nurse 

few embers. By the lst of October we felt 
severely the need of fire. Examination repealed 
the clothes in the bottom of our trunk, and 
next the brick floor, to be mildewed with the 
dampuess. Yet none of Madame Garnier’s peo- 
ple had suggested fire. We wished to follow 
the customs of the country, so we waited and 
shivered. At last, unable to endure it any 
longer. I rusbed to the wood-shop and pur- 
chased forty pounds of sawed and seasoned 
wood. ‘They sell it by the pound at one cent a 
bound. We made of ita fire. We economized, 
and it lasted somewhat overadav. Forty cents 
a day for a single room is rather expensive firing, 
As usual, Madame Garnier came to our relief. 
She showed us bow the French try to keep 
warm in winter. First. she produced an iroo 
brazier or movable furnace. It looked like a 
cage on legs and open at the top. it would 
bold perhaps a pailful of coal. Then the Mad- 
ame went to the wood-deaier and bought coke. 
In the Dragzier sbe first vlaced charcoal, 
then wood, next coke. When ignited, the 
coke was kept im vigorous combustion by 
occasional reiays of wood. This apparatus 
would keep a small room comfortable iu raw, 
chiliy wea.ner. Like the cooking range, it re- 
quired steady and artistic attenuon to keep it 
gowg. The cost then was doubie that of an 
ordinary American coal fire. But the fire we 
kept was most extravagant in the Madame’s 
estimation. Sue had a mania for coverimg he 
brazier, when glowing, with cold asbes. She 
would burst into our room at unseemiy hours, 
and, with scarce an apology, deaden that fire 
with asbes. Our outlay of caloric pained ber. 
Our flue ran torough her room on the next 
floor. She came down one day amazed to teil 
us that her wall was hot from our tire. ‘The 
Uke had never happened before in that house. 
I am certain chat we were the talk of the w- 
lage through our extravagant fire. ihe Paris- 
laus would use more fuel could they afford it. 
‘they need more from Oct. 1 to April 1 to 
take the rawness out of their atmosphere. 
Ihe popmiation of France is said in point 
of increase to remain stationary. Perhaps it is 
time When they can't afford to keep warm and 
comfortable. How much longer are great 
crowded berds of people to be regarded as a sign 
of prosperity! Prosperity it may be for the few; 
for the many it seems to me to bring more or 
less starvation. The French are noted and some- 
times commended tor their care of avoidug 
drauchtsof air. It seems to me they carry it to 
extremes, They keep the windows of their borse- 
cars closed when the air within is ioul and 
siifing.

He told me inat he 
couldn’t afford to risk bis heaith by visiting cer- 
tain French famliies during the wiater, tor their 
rooms were too cold and dainp. I koow from 
personal observation that working-women, liv- 
mg in their loity little garrets on the boule- 
vards, have no fire or convevieoces for fire from 
year’s end to year’s end, save we few sticks of 
charcoal they bring bome to cook weir dinners 
in the littie general kitchen found in these 
upper stories. Some of your mountain ranchers 
in une Sierras or Cuaat Range would, ju a single 
week, buru a weight of wood in mer big fre- 
piaces equivaieat to the entire stock in trade of 
a Pariman wood merchant. A feiled tree in 
Paris is cut even with the ground, and the wood 
is utilized down to the twigs not larger than 
pipe-stems, which are put up in little bundles 
and sold at a peony each.

VICTORIA REGIA. 


The Interesting History of the Queen of 
Water Lilies—Incidents Attending the Dis. 
covery of the Colossal Fiower in the Trop- 
ical Wilds of South America. 

San Francisca Chronicia. 

Since the queen of water lilies began to dis- 
play its remarkable proportions and wooderfnl 
beauty two weeks ago at the Park Conservatory, 
it has been visited by at least 10,000 peoole. 
A Chronicle reporter has succeeded in obtain- 
ing a full history of the plant from Richard 
Bridges, a son of Thomas Bridges, who enjoys 
the distinction of being the first who succeeded 
in introducing the seeds of this plant into En- 
gland in the year 1846. This tropical expiorer 
died several years ago op a steamer bound from 
Panama to this city. His account appears in a 
botanical work on the Victoria Regia, publisned 
in London in 1847, the author of which was Sir 
J. W. Hooker, an eminent Sotanist and Director 
of the Royal Gardens at Kew, London. But 
few copies of tais work were published, and 
those fur private distribution, consequently 
they are 8 aud the copy referred to is 
believed to the only one in America. The 
foilowing accounts of the discovery, history, and 
characteristics of the mammoth * are taken 
from that work: The discovery of this remark- 
abie flower is claimed by M. A. D’Orbigny. His 
own graphie account gwen: “For eight 
months I bad been investigating in all direc- 
tions the province of Corrieutes, when early in 
15827, descending

io a frail pirogue, I arrived at a part of this 

majestie stream where, though more than 900 

mes from its junction with the Rio Plata, its 

breedth yet nearly attained a league. ‘The sur- 
rounding scenery was io keeping with this spleu- 

did river,—ali on a grand and imposing svale,— 

and, beug myself accompanied only by two 

Guarani lodians, I silently coutemplated the 

wild and lovely view around me, und I must 

confess that, amid all this watery waste, I 

louged for some vegetation on which my eye 

might rest, and longed in vain.

tifal and extraordinary that Haenke, in a traus- 
port of admiration, fell on his knees and ex- 
pressed aloud nis sense of the power and mag- 
nificence of the Creator in His works. A more 
speciticdescription is given by Sir Ruoert Schom- 
burgk, who discovered the plant while on an 
exvioring expedition in Britiso Guiana for the 

Royal Geographical Society of London. He 

says: It was on the Ist of January, 1887. 

while contending with the difficulties that na- 

ture interposed in different torms, to stem our 
progress up the River Berbice, that we arrived at 

a part where the river expanded and jormed a 

currenticss basin. Some object on the Bouctheru 

exiremity of this basiu attracted my attention, 
and I was unable toform an idea of what it 
could be; but, animating the crew to increase 
the rate of their paddling, we soon came oppo- 
site the object which had raised my curiosity, 
and behold 

A VEGETABLE WONDER. 

All calamities were forgotten. I was a bot- 

avist, and felt myself rewarded. There were 

gigaptic leaves five to six feet across, flat, with 

a broad rim, lighter green above and vivid crim- 

son below, float ug upon the water, wulle, in 

character with the wonderful foliage, I saw lux- 
urtant flowers, each consisting of numerous 
petals, passing in alternate tints from pure 
waite to rose pink. ‘The smooth water was 
covered with the biossoms, and, as wed irom 
one to the ocher, | aiways found something new 
toadmire. The flower-stalk is an inch thick 
near tue calyx, and studded with elastic prickles 
about tiree-quarters of an inch long. When 
expanded the four-leaved calyx measures a foot 
in diameter, but is conceaied by the expansion 
of tne buodred-petaled corolla. This beautiful 
flower, when it firat unfoids, is white, with a 
ink centre; the color spreads as the bloom 
ncreases in age, and at a day old the whole is 
rose-colored. Asif to add to the charm of this 
noble water-lily, it diffuses a sweet scent. As in 
the case of o.hers in the same tribe, the petals 
and stamens pass gradually into each o her, 
and many petalod leaves may be observed 
bearing vestiges of au an:her, 
THE SEEDS 


are numerous, and imbedded in a spongy sub- 
stance. Ascending we river we found this 
plant frequentis, and the bigher we advanced 
the more gigantic did thespecimens become: 
oue leaf we measured was six feet five inches in 
diameter, the rim five and a halt inches high, 
avd me flowers a foot and a quarter across. A 
beetle infests the flowers, to weir great injury, 
often completely destroying the inner part of 
the disk. We counted sometimes from twenty 
to thirty of these insects in one flower.“ Ihe 
description of the plant and flower, together 
with the incidents attending their discovery, 
are given below, as narrated by Thomas Bridges, 
who succeeded ia oringing the seeds to England, 
and wno was very familiar with the characteris- 
ties of thelily: “ During my stay at the Indian 
Town of Santa Ana, io the Province of Moxos

novel sight before me, such as has tallen to the 
lot of few Enzlishmen to witness. Fain wouid 
I have plunged into the lake to procure speci- 
mens of the magnificent flowers and leaves, 
but, knowing that these waters abounded in aili- 
gators, I was deterred from domg so by the ad- 
vice of my guide and my OWD experience ia sim- 
ilar pia¢es. I now turned over in my thoughts 
how and in what way flowers and leaves might 
be obtained, and I clearly saw that a canoe was 
necessary, and thefefore promptly returned to 
the town and communicated my discovery and

From each plant there are seldom more than 
four or five leaves on the surface, but even 
these, in partsof the lake where the plants 
were numerous, almost covered the sur of 
the water, one leaf touching the other. I ob- 
served a beautiful aquatic bird walk with much 
ease from leaf to leaf, and many of the 
Muscicapida find food and resting place upon 
them. The plant. occupies almost exclusively 
the water, with the exception of a tew float: 
acquatics of small dimeosious, among which 
saw a beautiful Ulricu'aria. The blossoms rise 
six and eight inches above the surface, expand- 
ing first it ne evening, when they are pure 
white; chafiging finally and by exposure to the 
sunto a most beautiful pink or rose colur.

surprise that all had biown uad were e - 
ing a most delichtful odor, which at firat I com- 
pared to a rich pineapple, afterwards to a melon, 
and then to the Cherimoya; but, indeed, it re- 
sembled none of these fruits, and 1 at length 
came to the decision that it was a most delicious 
sceot, unlike every other, and peculiar to the 
noble flower that produced it. ‘The calyx is 
green, darker than the leaves, as is the seed 
vessel. With the assistance of the Indians we 
got out of the water two entire plants, and from 
their appearance 1 should say the Victoria isd e- 
dedly perennial. Each plant bad from twenty to 
— footstalks of flowers aud leaves in all 
stakes, — some nearly decayed to the base, oth- 
ers half way down the stem, whilst ochers had 
just lost the floating portion. ‘The same was ob- 
served in the petioles, some bearing the seed 
vessels perfect, with ripe seed, others the ex- 
panded flower; and near the crown or centre of 
the plant was just issu ng the tender flower-bad.

Shorthand Writing. 
To the Editor of The Tribuna : 

Coe, Sept. 20.—I offer for we colamns of 
Tus SuNpAY Trisune the following brief history 
of the development of snortnand writing, and its 
adaptability to the wants of the masses, many of 
whom are, duuabtiess, ignorant of its great utility; 
with the hope that it may be the means of lignten- 
ing the labors of nota fewand adding pleasure to 
many. 

Shorthand writing, ander different titles and 
forms, is traceable to the earliest civiiized nations 
ofthe earth. The Egyptians, distinguished at an 
early period in the worid's history for their learn- 
ing, represented objects, words, and ideas by a 
eefies of hieciogiypbics. The Jews also used 
a similar style of writing, adding several arbitrary 
characters for solemn, awful, or important terms, 
sach as Gud, Jehovah, etc. The Greeks practiced 
a like method, —it is said to have been introduced 
at Nicolai by Xenophon. The Romans adopted the 
same method. Ennius, the old epic poet of Rome, 
vorn 230 years B. C., a Greek by birth, is said to 
have invented a new system by which the notarii 
(shorthand writers) recorded the sayings of the 


celevrated orators. He begun with avout 1, 100 
mares of his own invention, to whicn he after- 
wards added many more. Eusebius, Bishop of 
Cesare (in Palestine), born in Palestine about A. 
D. 204, woose writings supply many deiiciencies 
in chronology and ancient history, credits Tiro. the 
freedman of Cicero, with tae invention. Plutarch 


made use of asystem of shortnand writing con- 
sisting of about 5,000 characters. The art was
